u R Saviour having healed an impotent man (that had an 
MI Io frmiry 38 yeares) by his word, in which a!ſo he bad him 
riſe, take up hs bed, and walk, and done theſe things on 
the Sabba.h day, as we read in the beginning of the chap- 
ter; The Fewcs as ſcon as they heard it, did che ctore 
perſecute, and ſec k to lay him, becauſe he had done theſe 
things on the Sabbath day,veri.15,16., Our Saviour, that 
he might alſo heal their minds, and fo allay the heat of 
their ignorant zcale, and fury, graciouſly intuds th. mz 
My Farther(ſaith he)worketh hitherto, and I work, his Fa her d d work in this work, 
by his word to the making the man whole, ſhewing that to be a good Sabbath 
days work 3 as alſo the like, Mark 3.1, f. And therefore he ought not to be 
blamed, ſeeing he therein did nor, nor doth he any thing at any time, but the 
works of the Fat her, and in the Counſel}, Name, Power, and Authorty of the 
Father, that did work by him all that he did ; (having alſo made kim Lord of the 
Sabbath, as Mark 2. 27, 28. ) At this the Jewes conceived yet further diſpleaſure,

Our Saviour takes oceaſion ſtill from their ignorant fury and malicious oppoſi - 
tion farther to inſt uct them into the e ccelleney of his perſon and works, and the 
glory the Father had given him to poſſeſſe in that body, in mans nature, and for 
mans good, as alſo that glory chat ſhould alter be more gloriouſly actually con- 
ferred on him, and he cleathed with it in that body, and it manifeſted in and 
through him; That in, and by him, men might know, honour, and belt ive in 
God: This inſtruct on he carryes on in all the following diſcourſe, to the verſes 
we have pitchr on, ſhewing in all, hat to him it was no robbery to be equall with 
God, lnſtructing and admoniſhing them by all to reverence him, and ſeck to know 
and wer ſhip God, in, and by him; So inhaite are his Compaſſions, and gentle- 
nelle towards even ſuch rebe lious ſinners, he was not yet provoked by all their 
malicious ftowardneſle to riſe up in fu y againſt them, or h de himſclfe, and 
witch hold his gracious inſtruct ous from them à Bur as one that hath received 
gifts, even for che rebellious alle, that tie Lord God m ght dwell among them, 
is till ladcing them with heavenly inſtructions, teachirg linnets in the way, bleſ- 
ſing them that cur ſe him, doing good to them that def] irefully uſe hun, and per- 
ſecute him, giving us herc in an example that we Would follow his ſte pe, accord- 
ing to that inſtruction; The Servant of the Lord muſt not ſtrive, but be gentle to 
all men, apt to teach, in meckneſſe inſtructiag them that are 'gnoranc, and op- 

ſe themiclyes, &c. 2 Tim. 2. 241 25, 26. not frowardly, or unſaithfully — 4 
Folding from them, for fear, or ſhame, or revenge, any of thoſe things that may 
— commend Chrilt, as the Son of God, and Saviour of the World, and ren- 
der him precious, nor being ſelfc-willed, or loon angry, but ſpeaking the truth in 
love while we have opportunity, | 

This diſcovery of the excellency of his Perſon, and works he makes, 1 In ſhewing 
his one ne ſſe w. th the Father in all his Counſels, and works, verſ. 19, 20, 11. In 
all which irs ey:dent that he is one with the Father, in mind, and will, and in plo- 
rious wiſdome, and power for doing whatever he will in Hcaven and Earth, and ſo 
equal! with the Father, in nature, and glorious attributes, and works, he and the 
Fat! ex a- e one, lob. 10. 30. And yet alſo clearly diſtin in reſpc& ot the manner 
of their Becing in the God-he ad, and fo in reſpect of the manner of their Work- 
ing in every work, And as ſo conſidered in their diſtin& Relations, rhe Father is 
greater then Hee, Joh. 14. 28. Fer though the Son as the Ecernall Son of God, 
is of the ſame Eſſence or Beeing with the Father, yer he is the Son of the Father, 
yea though he hath life in himſclfe, as the Father bath Ife · n himſclfe, and that 
now in Mans nature for fallen men, yet ſo as of the Father, Jeh. y. 26. Though 
he doth wia. ſoever the Father doth, yer ſo as by, and in the Couuſell, Name, and 
Authority of the Father, who is the Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 

The Son (faith = can do nothing of himſelie, but hat he ſeeth the Father 
doe, yet he can doe what ever he will, but he cannot will any thing that the Fa- 
ther willeth nor, he is of one mind with the Father, and in his bolome Counſel), 
and doth nothing, but what he knows and ſees the Father wills and docs.

He 
could not have taſted death for cyery man, if it had not been in the mind, will, 
Counſel, and grace of his Father 3 whence *tis aid to be by the grace of God, 


nor could he give forth any diſcovery of his Farhers goodne ic, or revelation ct 


his name, and therein tenders of his grace to ſinners, It (being in the boſome of 
the Father) he did not perfectly know it to be in his mind, counſoll, purpoſe, and 
grace; And that he is working in the ſelfe ſame thing, and to the ſame end; And 
hath g ven him commandment ſo to ſpeak, i ſo to doe; And this our Saviour 
gives as the ccaſon why his word ſhall judge the rebellious Ræſuſers in the laſt 
day, becauſe he hath not ſpoken of hunieife athetwiſe, then as the Father gave 
him commandment, Joh. 12. 48, 49, 10. Verily, verily, the Son can do nothing 
of himſe lfe, but what he ſcerh the Fathet doe; tor what things foever he (namely 
the Father) gort,, theſe allo doch the Son likewite, they work together in every 
work, and though diſtin&ly in reſpect of the manner of working, yet the ſame 
thing, by the tame (his owne) power, and to the ſame end. As he wrought with, 
and in cke name of the Father, in all the works of Creation, ſo now as the Son of 
man, he worketh with, and in the name of the, Father, in all his works of preſerva- 
tion, and ſo by him all thugs conſiſt, and iu all his providentiall Gaverment, and 
ſpicicuall o pe: tions. For the Father loveth the Son, namely with ſuch manner 
of love, and in ſuch wile wit!: that manner of love, as he loves no other; even 
now in mans nature, hi loveth him therefore, becauic he laid down his lite that he 
might take it again, (Joh 10. 17, 18.) even as he received commandment of his 
Father 3 Tue Father therefore hath taken up his whole del ght, and welpleaſed. 
neſle in him, as the fon ot man, choſen him to be his fellow, his equall, the man 
of his right hand, and in that love ſheweth him all things, that himſelte doth, 
makes hum of his counſcll in eycry matter, and in his own wiſdome and name 
ſttengthens him to ail that himſclte doth, ſo chat he, cven Chi iſt crucified, is wiſe 
dome and ſticngth 3 The wiideme of God, and the power of God, And he will 
ſhew him greater works then theſe, (namely of hcalrg bodily Inficmities and di-

For the 
Father judgeth no man, (that is immediately, or otherwiſe then ſo as by the Son, 
he duth no: other wiſe diſpoſe of them or they wayes, or order any thing to them 
or about chem in his Goverment of them, or paſle ſentence of Juſtification or Con- 
demnation on them, ) but hath committed all judgment to the Son, becauſe he 
was judged for them, ot had already undertaken to bear their judgment, the curſe 
of the Law, as they fell under ir — the firſt departure of the nature tom 
God. Fob. 12.31, 32. | Becauſe he hunibled himſeſte even to the death of the 
Croſs, in which be was made a curſe for us; And hath thereby redeemed us from 
the curſe of the Law, in which we muſt all have been for eyct baniſhed, and ſepa- 
rated from God, Therefore all men are releaſed to him, and the whoi@judgmenct 
and diſpoſe of them committed to lim, And in order thereto, all power in 
Heaven and in Earth given unto him, even to the nan Chriſt Jelus, He is the 
Mediator between God and men, who gave himſclfe a ranſome for all, to be te- 
ſiked in due time. And this, that all men ſhould honour the Son, even as they

ſtanding and knowledge, ſuch as that, Rom. 13. 31. with Eh. 3 18,19. Pbil. . 7. 
Pſal. 40. 5. and 71, 15, 17, But that marvelling that's not of faith, but an impe- 
dimen to ir, ſuch as in which a man lookes upon the things ſer before him in thy 
teſtimony of God cimcerning Chriſt 3 as ſtrange, abſurd, and incredible, becauſe 
he cannot comprehend it by reaſon, ſuch as that in Nicademus, how can this 
thing be, Job. 3. 9. (like that Job. 12. 34. with Hoſea 8. 12. and I/. 29.9,12.) 

anft the our Saviour admeniſheth them, marvell not at this namely, that 
which he had already declared of the preſent power of the voyce of the fon of God, 
by reaſan of the glory which the Father had given him in mans nature.

In which he hath dclivercd us from fo great a death, and g-v.n allurance unto all 
men, that ke will raiſe them from the d: ad, and judge them by chat man whom 
he hath ſo ordained; And alſo as its manif.ited by and thr-ug)) Gluiſt in his 
quickening all things, and dayly delivering and faveing in deaths, and from the 
Evill of them as the Saviour ot all men, . of them that believe; This is 
declared as that which did ſtrengthen the faith and hope ot the Aroſt ici, and Be- 
lie vers in greateſt tribulations and deaths, and againſt all unLkclyheods, and im- 
pediments, 2 Cor. I. 9, 10. 1 Ii. 4. 15, and 6. 13 
For 1. Herein his infinite power for deing whatſoever he pleaſeth, is lively 
preſented, in the evidence and demonſtration of the ſpirit, that is in that Do- 
Arinc, as contained and held forth in the teſtimony ot Chriſt, hence Abraham te- 
taining ſuch an apprehenſion of him, as forementioned, was fully perfyaded that 
whatcyer he had promiſed, he was able to performe ; And therefore when he 
was'tryed, offered up his onely begorten Son, accounting that God was able to 
raiſe him up: even from the dead, from whence alſo he received him in a Figure, 
Rom. 4. 20, 11. Hibr. 11. 17, 19s This great power of God in Chriſt, as cvi- 
denced in his raifing the dead, would (being believingly minded) powerfully 
filence thoſe ſinfull mai vellings, in which men are yainly diſputing againſt his 
words, and unwiſely inquiring concerning his works; As how can it be that the 
works of Creation, and providence ſhould be witnefles of Gods goodneſſe that is 
in and through Chriſt, and ſo leading to repentance 3 This conſideration I ſay 
would corre& and filence them, that it is God that raiſeth the dead and quic ken- 
eth all chings, and will bring all men cur of thei: Graves to his judgment ſear by

The hour is coming and now is, when the oy ſhall hear the voyce of 
the ſon of God, and they that hear ſhall kee; Marvell not at this, ( fays he) for 
the hour is coming in the which all that are in the Graves ſhall hear his voyce, and 
ſhall come forth, &c. And if it ſhould not be thoug ht a thing incredible, that 
God ſhould raiſe the dead, and that by the man Chriſt, and by the voyce and 
power of his word, why ſhould it be thought incredible, that the ſame word, as 
now wirnefl:d and preached to men, by any meancs of his appointment ſhould be 
ſo powertul', as to open the blind cyes, and make the dead to hear, that in hear- 
ing they might hcar, and live, why? ſay ſome men, this cannot be without pow- 
er, or free-will in man, as of him, to ſuch hearing, lecing the ſame voyce ſhall 
raiſe the dead bodies out of their Graves, 

2 In this DoQrinz allo is the diſcovery of a reward then to be rendered by 
him, that is now preached to th: m, and that according to very mans work, after 
the Goſpel rule ot judgment. And this Diſcovery being alſo with the evid nce,and 
—— — of the ſpirit, that accompanyes that whole Doctrine of Chriſt,and 
eſpecially in the plain and faichfull m niſtration of ir, puts an admonition upon 
mens ſpi ite, not to dally with him, and with their own foules z now while it is to 
day, to beware of murmuring among themſclves, and liſting up Imaginations, in 
oppoſition to the light, and power of his teſtimonies, to give more earneſt heed to 
his words, (while they have opportunity) that are able to beg-r and ſtrengthen 
faith, As perceiving in this Diſcovery ot things to come, that ir is eternall life, and 
cternall death that is ſer before them; And the preſent opportunity is only theirs 
for chuſing the one through the grace of God bringing ſalvation, and for aveyd- 
ing and flecing from the other, Therefore our Saviour uſes this as a powertull 
motive to wa n men, not to murmur among themſelves now, not only that no 
man can come to him, except the Father, which had ſent him (to draw the m) do 
draw him, Bur alſo that whether they now come to him ia his gracious drawings, 
or no, they ſhall come to him, he will raiſe them up ar the laſt day, and bring 
them before lis judgment (cat, Fob. 6. 43, 44. with verſ. 36, 37, 39. And then 
thoſe that now were incenſed againſt him, and would not come to him for life, 
ſhall bow before him, and acknowledge him Lord to the glory of God, and juſtify 
him in their own cycrlaſting deſtruction z Theſe and the like conſiderations in this 
Doctrine, made ir ſo .powerfull on the ſpirits of the Apoſtles, as we reade, 
2 Cov. 3. 9, 10, It, 2Tim.4.1,8, 

We may al ſo here learn by our Saviours example, how to anſwer, corre& and 
filence ſuch ſinſull marvellings in our ſelves or others at any of thoſe great and 
decp things of God, contained in the reſtimony of Chriſt, according to chat, Pro. 
26. 4, 3. Anſwer not a Fool according to his folly, leaſt thou alſo become like 
unto him; Anſwer a Fool according to his folly, leaſt he be wiſe in his own con- 
ceite, 1 Not to ſeek to anſwer them in their own way, or ſo as we become like 
unto them, in the uſe of ſuch carnall weapons for confirming the truth, as they 
uſe againſt ir, for that grants the way good, that indeed is evill; of mea uring the 
truth of God by mans Imagination; or endeayouring to bring it down to the com- 
prehenſion of his blind and corrupted reaſon, nor hath that any promiſe of Gods 
preſence with ir for roving, and convincing 3 yea whatever faith is that way 
produced, reſts but in the wiſdome and ſtrength of man, therefore the Apoſtles 
avoyded it, 1 Cor. 1. 17, 18, &. & 2.70. 2 Cor, 10. 3, 4. But 2, So to an- 
fwer them with his words, and in his ways as the folly and vanity of —_ way of 
. realoning 
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Ty Ar which they deſire by their carnall wiſdome to finde eur,comprehend, 
and be ſatis ſied about the things of God in Chriſt,) may appear by oppoſing to 
them che greatneſſe of God, and the unſcarchablenefle of his works and ways paſt 
finding out, as well in that which he hath already done in the perſon of Chriſt, as 
alſo in that which he doth in his dayly diſpenlations and providences 3 And in 
that which he will doe, and bring forth by him, of h ch he hath given aſſurance 
in what he hath alrcady done, in all which his judgments arc — He 
raiſeth the dead, why then ſhould it be thought incredible that he ſhould doe 
whatever he ſaith, he doth or promiſeth he will de > though we cannot compre- 
hend how ſuch a thing ſhould be. 

If when God faith, that he ſo reacheth man knowledge, that chat which may 
be known of God is manifeſt in them, even in them that had not the records of 
the Scriptures among them, yea in their hearts, that liked not to retain it there; 
And that his goddneſſe doth lead thoſe men to repentance, that yet harden their 
hearts, and are not led by it. If then any reply againſt God, and fay, how can 
this thing be, this ſcemes ablurd, or will not ſtand, with ſuch traditions, or ap- 

rehenſions of God, which we have taken up from our Fathers, or with our rea- 
. lon, ſeck not then to ſatis ſie his reaſon, in that way it deſires ſatisfaction, or to 
bring the great things of God down to it; but to the Law, to the Teſtimony 
what is written, how readeſt thou, and if God ſay it, its mect for us to believe it, 
for with him no word, or work is unpoſſible, no not to raiſe the dead, and let 
that ſtop the mouth of further inquiry how ſuch a thing can be, as the Apoſtle 
when be would demonAtrate that, that which may be known of God is manitcſt in 
them, he uſeth this onely, as a ſufficient demonſtration ; that God hath ſhcwed 
it unto them; Rom. 1. 19, 20. For who teacheth like him, or who hath enjoyned 
him his way, &c. Fob. 36. 22. 23--26. who then art chou, oli vain man, that 
replycſt againſt God, that raiſeth the Dead. 

We come now to the Doctrine mainly contained and ſpoken too in the text, 
to wit the Doctrine of the ReſarreR'on of the Dead, and of crernall * 
by Chriſt; In this Declaration of it by our Saviour, we have ſet before us, 
x What the Reſurrect on, and Judgment ſpoken of, is, As to the ſubject of ir? 
that is to be raiſed and judged; 2 The time of it. 3 Some intimation of the 
order of it. 4 The mcanes or power by which it ſhall be effected. 5 The dit- 
ferent ſtate of Perſons in the ReſurreRion or ends to which they (hall be raiſed. 

1 What the ReſurreRion and Judgment ſpoken of is, As to the ſubjeR of ir? 
This.is clcai ly intimated, and fully expreſſed to be, the quickening or raiſing up 
of the dead B dies of men, after death hath fully ceized on them, a raiſing them 
up in a ſ:-nſibl: being, and capable of 1 off, and poſicfling everlaſting 

bh y, or everlaſting ſhame and horror; And ſo the making alive the dead Bo- 
Ties of men by Chriſt, in an anſwerable ſence to that dying, or death that paſſeth 
on them all by the one man Adam, as 1 Cor. 15. 21, 22. A totall 9 
them from the firſt death, and the grave 3 And bringing them forth in ſoul an 
body, reunited to their erernall judgment. : : 

x This is clearly intimated in his laying, marvell not at this, namely at his 
former declaration of the preſent power and efficacy of his yoyce, or word on the 
Fpirirs of men, while in this — — dead in fins and tteſpaſles to hear, 
and ſpiricually quickening and making alive ſuch as in hearing hear, and then ad- 
ding as a reaſon wy they ſhould not marvell at that, this further Declaration of 
che mighty power of bis yoyce, as it ſhall be after manifeſted,in railing and "I 
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ing forth all that are in the Graves, vhich _ as a farther declaration of 
the mighty power of and in ir, to take them off from their ſinfull mat velling at 
the former, lignifies, that, the Reſurrection and bringing forth of the Graves 
here ſpoken ot as the efficacy of his voyce, is not the ſame efficacy of it with that 
forementioned ; But another thing diſtinR from ĩt, yea a greater and more won- 
derfull efficacy of the ſame voyce of the ſon of man; And is 2s much as 10 ſay, 
Matvell not that I ſaid unto you, that thoſe dead in fins, and treſpaſies, ſhall hea: 
the voyce of the Son of Cod; And they that bear in that heat ing given them, 
wall have their ſpirits quickened, and made alive fos righteouſnetlc Pike, while 
yet the body is dead becauſe ot fin, for loe a greater and more marveilous work 
then this, ſhall be effected by it, even all that are in the Graves ſhall hear it, and 
ſhall come ferth, ſome to the teſutte ction of life, and ſome to the reſurrection of 
damnation, ſo that in this. our Sav our fignifes, the reſurrection of the dead, or 
bringing them forth of their Graves to Judgment, to be another work, and di- 
ſtin& from the work of ſpirituall vivikcation, yea a greater and more worderfull 
work then any work, that is now working, et wrought by his voyce on the ſpirics 
of men, while yer the body is dead in the firſt death, or that reignes on ir, as the 
fruit of fin, which diſt. nct, and greater woik can be no other, but the quickenirg 
or railing up of the mottall body, yea the torall redemprion trum the ſu ſt death; 
for thoſe ſpiricuall quickering cfficacies of his word on mens ſpirits now, are ex- 
preſly memioned in the foregoing verſcs, as greater woiks then thoſe of healing 
any bodily Infrin ties, verſcs 20, 21, 35. yea thoſe are the greater works that ouc 
Saviour promilcs, they that believe on him ſhould do, becauſe he went to his Fa- 
ther, Fob. 14. 18. with A. 26. 18. Greater works then theſe viſible and ſen- 
cible demonſt:ations of his power, which they ſaw made by him on mens bodies, 
amongſt which ally was his raiſing Lã ⁊arus, though that more ſingular, and as 2 
diſcovery ot his mighty power tur ra ſing the dead, as it ſhould be more gloriouſly 
maniteſt<d in due time, yet that was not a totall Redemption frem dtath, and the 
powe of the grave, and th.retore might be reckoned among thoſe works that are 
inferiour to the making alive the ſpirit for righteouſnefle fake, while yer the body 
is dead becauſe of fin, if then the quickening and ſaving operations of his word 
on the ſpir:ts of men now be greater then any of theſe w rks to ementioned, and 
et the <Micacy of the lame voyce ſp. ken of in the text, as to come, be another, 
and diſtin& work, and greater chen that, as tis clearly fignified to be 3 Its evident 
from thence, ir can be no leſſe ner other, then that re ſurrection of the dead bodies 
of men, in which they ſhall be wholly redeemed from the firſt death, and from 

rhe power of rhe Grave. 
And ſo the Apoſtle Paul, ſpeaking of the firſt ReſurreRion, which is more pro- 
rly then the other called a qu ckening of the mortall body, or raiſing it unto 
life, mentions it as another diſtin, and following work; And ſuch only as is 
greater then the making the ſpirit alive now, while yet the body is dead. Rem. 8. 
10, 11. And if Chriſt be in you, the body is dead, that is, it is yet fo becauſe of 
fin, though Chriſt be in you z but the ſpirit is made alive for righteouſneſle ſake, 
Bur if the ſpirit of him that raiſed up Jeſus from the dead dwell in you, he that 
raiſed up Gu from the dead, ſhall alſo qu cken your mortall body, or raiſe vp 
that alſo in a ſtate of life, and unto life, by the ſame ſpirit that now dwels in you 

quickening your ſpirit. 

Yea, our Saviour alſo otherwhere ſpeakes of the generall reſurreRion at the 
laſt day, as another diſtin& work, and — then any ſpirituall efficacy of his 
voyce, 
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royce or word now, in drawing men, or ſtrengthening and quickening the com- 
mers, which yet alſo are there ligni ſied to be ſo great, and of ſuch a nature, chat 
nothing ſhore of that his raiſing them up at the laſt day is greater, ſee Job. 6. 
403 44. The Father hath ſcar him now in the light and power of his word, or 
doctrine, to draw men to him, that otherwiſe could not come 3 And to — eter- 
nall life through his name to all comers, even in the knowiedge and faith of it in 
him, and in ſome firſt fruits of ſpirituall enjoyment, and in the hope of the hat veſiʒ 
To each of theſe he addes, ind I will ra ſe him up at the laſt day, 3 
ſhort of that is greater then tlieſe, and clearly mentionirg that as another work, 
and greater then any of theſe, which yer alſo he faith he will do, both unto thoſe 
that come in his drawings to ſce, and bo lic ve on him, and to thole allo that break 
his bands aſunder, and will not come to him for life 3 And then ſhall be fulfilled 
that which is titten, all that the Father hath given hm ſhall come to him, even 
— that now will not come in his drawings, ſce verſe 37,39. with 1/a. 45.23,24- 
al. 2. 5, 8, 9. 

And bin the place, The reſurtection of the dead is Ciltinguiſhed from, and 
mem ĩoned as a far greater work, then any ſpirituall efficacy ot his word, or voyce 
on Mens ſpirits now z And therein Ggmticd tobe a mighty and wonderfull effi- 
cacy of the lame yoyce, on their dead bodies that ſleep in the duſt of the Eaith, 
even ſuch as in which they ſhall be wholly red. emed from the firſt death, and 
from the power of the Grave,

But that in which the whole man is wholly redeemed our, and brought forth of 


the firſt death, that came in, and pallcd on all men at firſt by fin, nor can be pro. 
perly ſo called; no not that quickening of the ſpirit that is now effected in hear» 
ing the voyce of the Son of God, by what meancs ſoe ver preached, though that as 
we have ſhewed already in re ſpe ct of the nature, and greatneſſe ot ir, is the neei- 
eſt to this yet that is bur ſuch a qu.ckcning, or making alive of the ſpiric in part, 
or in a firſt truites, as may, and dot h and rogerh. r with their body being till 
dead, as the fruit of ſin; Rom. 8. 10, 23, yea of thoſe of whom the Apoſtle ſup- 
poſes, they were riſen with Chriſt, yer he affirmes of them, that they were ſtill 
dead, and the r life hid with Chriſt in God, And when he who is our life ſhall ap- 
pear, then (not before) ſhall they alſo appear with him in glory, Coll, 3. x-- x. 
And of himſclf- the ſame Apoſtle pla'nly affi mes,that he had not yct attained the 
reſurreRion of the dead, but was pre ſſing on to it, ayming at ir, eren at the firſt 
re ſurre ction, in which is ſuch bleſſedneſſe, yet fo as looking for ir, both after the 
changing this vile body, and at the appearing of our Lord Jcſus Chiiſt from Hea- 
ven, when he ſhall bring with ham all chat ſleep ia Jeſus, and not before, ſee 
Phill. 3. 11--14, 20,21. ; 
Trusit is, In that gracious or ſpirituall work, in which the ſpirit is quickened, 
or made alive for rightcouſneſſe A wy now through the beliefe of the erur};, as it is 
in Jeſus: Therein alſo, the Believe r is ſaid to be riſen with Chriſt, Coll. 3. 1. 
with ch, 2. 12. But that is explicated to be, not in, or by a like act, wrought up- 
on our Perſons, as was —— upon his when he was raiſed from the dead, Bur 
through ta ch of the operation of God, and ſo effected in the dect. ivall and vol 
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tuall baptiſme, as alſo they are ſaid in the ſame baptiſme, in a like ſence to be bu- 
ried with him; He is the Perſon that was dead and buried, and was raiſed again 
for us, and with reference to that, his perſonall buryall, and refurre&ior, the A- 
poſtle ſpeakes there, as alſo in Nom. 6. 3, 4, 8, 11. thewing that in the ſpirituall 
waſhing of that doctrine of his death and returreRion, e are through faith waſh- 
ed frum the errors, and polutions of the World into the acknowledgment, grace, 
and conſolation ot that his death, and teſurrection; And ſo in that Baptilme, or 
waſhing of the ſpuit, which is in the belieſe of the truth, we ate taught, and 
ſiteng hened to reckon our lelves dead, and buried in his death, and buriall, there 
dead indeed unto fin, ard ſo riſen with him through the ſame taith of the opera- 
tion of God, who hath raiſed him Che faith not us, but him, ) from the dead, Mill 
we are dead, and our lite is hid with Chriſt in God, who allo hath begotte n us by 
and through the re ſurrection of Chriſt, to a lively hope of an Inheritance incor» 
ruptible,and that faderh not away, releryed in Heaven tor us who are kept by the 
power of God through faith, unto the ſalyation ready to be revealed in the laſt 
time, unto Which, he that 1ailed up Chriſt from the dead, will alſo raiſe us up by 
Chr ſt at his coming 3 Till chen the reſutte ction of the dead, is not in a full, ot 
propet ſence atrained by any but the Head tor us all, 

Some there arc I know that would not have us underſtand the ReſurreAion of 
the body to be meant in that firſt relurreRion ſpoken of, Rertl. 20. 5, 6. But 
ſome ſpirituall quickening, reviving, or enlargement given te ſuch Pei ſons in 
this co rupt. ble time, and tate of the World; And the pretended ground ot their 
cavill againſt che underſtanding, the reſutre ction of the body to be there meant, 
is from Fobs's ſaying, that he faw the ſoules of ſuch, and they lived and reign. d 
wich Chriſt ; The foules ſays Joh] Not the bodics therefore ſay they: For the 
clearing of that thereto. e conſider, 

x That ſometime by the ſoul is meant the whole Perſon of the man, or men 
ſpoken of, both ſoul and body together, as Gen. 12. . & 46. 15, 18, 22, 27, with 
Deut. 10. 12. Rev. 18. 73. with Exch. 27. 13 8 

2 That the ſoul as well as the body may be ſaid to be dead to us, though nat 
in it ſelſe, ot unto God y All Lye to him, IA. 20. 38. And fo the foul depart- 
ing out of the body, yet tetaines a ſenſible being, while the body is in duſt, But 
ſo as under the Altar, in a diſappearing, ſtare as to us, having no fellowſhip or con- 
verſe with us, nor any more any reward, o portion cf the things done under the 
Sun, nor ſhall they appear again, or be viſible, and ſo living to us, untill in the 
body at the reſurrection of the body.

3 That the re ſurre ction of the Bodies of thoſe that 1 Jeſus, is there meant 
by the living again of the ſoules of ſuch, which is there called,the fi:{t re ſurrectionʒ 
is clear in that its ſpoken of, as a work paſſing upon them after death, and not 
before; Some of them had been beheaded for the reſtimony of Jeſus before they 
thus lived again, and yet their very perſons lived again in that firſt reſu;reRion, 
as ſcen in the v fion, yea the reſt of that Company that have part in the firſt re- 
ſurreRion, were dead before they ſo lived again, or immediarly changed wich ſuch 
a change, as is anſwerable to death, as appeares by his ſaying of all the reſidue 
that have not part in that firſt reſurrection; The reſt of the dead lived not again 
till the thouſand years were finiſhed, Then it ſeemes, theſe were all of the dead be- 
fore they thus lived again, Likewiſe C 32 4. I. 
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= further evident, in that this living again of thoſe is ealled, the firſt reſur- 
rection, with relation to, and as diſtinguiſhed from t he reſurtection or living a- 
of the reſt of the dead, after the thouſand yeares of Chriſts perſonall reigne 
on che Earth ſhall be finiſhed, And as {cd to the ir not living again till chat 
time be expired, And that that Reſur re ction, or living again of the reſt of the 
dead, that ſhall be at the end of that time, is the Refarr Rion of their dead Bo- 
dies, is clear in that explication that follows, The Seca gave up the dead which 
were in it, (now its their dead Bodies that were in the & a) And death (the firſt 
death) and Hell (or the grave or diſappearing ſtate of death) delivercd up the 
dead which were in them. 

By all which it appeares, that by the firſt reſurrection is meant, that reſurre&'. 
on of all chat are his (peculiar people) at his coming to take the Kingdome and 
reigne, that is ſpoken of, 1 Cor. 15. 33. 1 Theſ). 4. 14, 16. In which their vile 
Bodies ſhall be wholly redeemed from death, and tafhioned into the Iikenefle of 
his glorious Body, for which all true Believers are here waiters, Rom. $. 23. 
Phil. 3. 11, 21» 

Yea, the reſurrection of the dead, is here expreſſed to be ſuch a work, as ſhall 
be effected by the power of his mighty voyce on all, both juſt and unjuſt 3 And 
therefore, though the juſt, or thole that fleep in Jeſus now before his coming, 
and thoſe of them that ſurvive at his appearing, Mall have their fi: ſtneſſe in it; 
And all the righteous ſhall have the only bleſſedneſſe of ir 3 I. t the reſurreRion 
—y is not the ir peculiar priviledge or portion, or a work only to be accom- 
pli ed on chem, bur on all the dead that dyc in Adam. 

2 Such alſo ir is here expreſſed to be, as in which all that arc in the Graves 
ſhall come torth, a work exceeding, or going beyond that, in which ſome received 
their dead to life again, Hi,. 11. 35. and that in which ſome dead Bodies ot 
Saints aroſe, and came forth of their Graves, and lived again ſome time among 
men in this corruptible ſtate of the World, as Lx, Fob. 11. and ot ers, 
Math, 27. 62, 53. In which yet there was a glorious manifcſtarion of the great 
— of God, in and by Chriſt for raiſing all the dead, wholly out of the firſt 

th in due time; Bur in theſe ic cannot be ſaid, that the perſons (5 raiſed, and 
brought forth were wholly redeemed from death, and from the power of the 
Grave, nor therein brought to the full enjoyment, or poſicflion of that exernall 
life and glory, to which they were called by the Goſpel), and thereſore neither is 
that called, the reſurrection of them from the dead, yea they are fill ſaid to be 
expecting a better reſurrection, God having provided ſome better things for us, 
that chey without us ſhould not be made per ſect, Hebr. 11, 35 40. But the re- 
ſurre ction of the dead, that which is ſo called in Scripture, and is ſo in a full and 
proper ſence, is ſuch as in which all that ate in the Graves (which alſo may ſitni- 
he * — diſappearing ſtare of death, becauſe in that, as in the Grave, they 
are hidden from us, though not from him that hides them there, as Job 14. 13+ 
with Pal. 139. * even all that ſleep in the duſt of the Earth ſhall awake, and 
ſhall come forth, ſome to everlaſting life, and ſome to ſhame, and everlaſting 
conterapt, Dan. 1 2. 8. He will ranſome them from the power of the Grave, re- 
deem them from death 3 The firſt death, and the Grave that now hides them, 
ſhall be wholly deſtroyed, ſo that there ſhall be no more dat kneſſe or ſhadow of 
dea h, in my = workers of iniquity may hide themſelves, Hoſe, 13. 16. Reve!, 

29. 13 14. 34. 22, 
All that are in the Graves fball hear his voyce, and ſhall come forth,now bow; 
os 
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or in what conſideration of them they are in the Grave, or duſt of the Earth, is 
evident, that ir is in the fleſh, or body; as diſtin from the ſþirir, or ſoul, which 
departs out of the body, at death, and returnes to God that gave it, to be appoint» 
ed to its pro lace, either of priſon, or liberty, till the returre&ion of the bo- 
dv. At — , the duſt returnes to the Earth as it was, and the ſpirit teturnes to 
04 that gave it, Eccleſ. 12. 7. In death there is no difference between a man, 
and a Beaſt, as te outward appearance ; But there is this great difference to be 
believed, though no man can by ſcuce perceive it, ot by Phuloſophy comprehend 
it, That che ſpirit of a Man goeth upward, whereas the ſpitit of a Beaſt goeth 
downward to the Earth, Eccleſ. 3. 20, 21. Hence tis ſaid of Rachel, that her foul 
departed when ſhe dycd, Gear. 35. 18. So David ſaw corruption, his fleſh or 
body did turn to duſt, when as norwith(tanding, his ſpirit was with other ſpirits of 
juſt mcn made perfect, ns far as the ſpirit without the body is capable. Now then 
the reſurrect on of che dead, is ſuch, as in which the fleſh or body, that ſleepes in 
the duſt of the Earth, ſhall be wholly redet med from death, and the Grav: zfrom 
that death, to which the Grave is annexed, even that death which preſently turns 
them to corruption, and duſt, if they reſt mit, All that are in the Graves ſhall 
come forth, even all the dead Bodies of men that ſlec p in the duſt of the Earth. 
And ſhall never more return to duſt again, or be hidden in the Grave, or any 
ſuch diſappearing ſtare of death; which unſpeakably addes to the happinefle of 
thoſe that have done well; And to the miſery and teitor of the other. 
Furthermore, That the reſurrection ſhall be of the ſame bodycs of men that 
dye in and from Adam, cven of the ſame t hat returnes to duſt, and corruption in 
thoſe that ſleep, or reſt in death 3 That the ſelfe ſame, ſhall be taiſe d by Chriſt, 
and made alive from that death, though it thall not be raiſed the ſame, or in the 
ſame quality, yet that it, even the dead, the ſame body that dyes,and is dead,ſhall 
be railcd, and not another thing, or body in the ſtead of it, is evident ſtom the 
reſurtection of Chriſt, which is both, as bath been hinted already; Ihe founda- 
tion of ih: reſucte ct on of the dead, and alſo che firſt fruites ot the ſame ; As 
faich the Apoſtle, 1 Core 15. 29, But now is Chriſt riſen from the dead, and be- 
come the firſt fruires of them that ſlept, whence alſo he calls him, the firſt born 
from the dead, Coll. 1. 18. Now as the Apoſtle in another caſe argues, the lump 
or harveſt muſt needs be ſuch as is the firſt truires, of the like nature or kind; (as 
Rom. 11. 16.) If therefore the teſutre ction of Ch:iſt was the raiſiſig: up ite m the 
dead, of the ſame body that _ in which he bote our fins to the ; oy even 
Jeſus of the ſeed of David after the fl:th, Then it follows neceflarily, that the xe- 
ſurreRion of the dead by him, is the raifing - making alive from that death; 
the ſame bodies that dye in dan; elſe his reſurrection in the ſame body in which 
he dyed, could not be the firſt ſruites oftheirs, Bur that the reſurreRion of Chriſt 
was of the ſame body rhat was hun _ the Tree, and dyed, is moſt clear. Firſt 
from his on demonſtration of it after his reſurreRion, and before his being taken 
up; In all which he ſhewed (faith the text, Act. 1. 3.) himfſclte to them alive 
aer his paſſion, or ſuffering, by many infallible prootes; himſelſe alive aſter his 
fon ; himſclfe that ſuffered and dyed, the ſame himſelfe alive apain,after that 
is paſſion z himſelfe the ſame man, the ſame pet ſon, the ſame Jeſus of Nazarethz 
And in the ſame body in which he ſuffered and dyed, and that was laid in the Se. 
pulchre, as we may ſce more fully, and particularly in the narrations, as Luk. 24. 
39, 40. Behold my hands and my feer, that it is 1 my ſelfe, handle me, and ſee, 
for a ſpirit hach not fleſh * ſee me have; And when he bad thus 
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ſpoken, he ſhewed them his hands and his feet. Apain, verſ, 46, 47. It was ne- 
ceſſary that the ſame Chriſt that ſuffered and dyed,ſhould riſe again the third day; 
And that repentance and remiſſion of fins ſhould be preached in his name. Like- 
wiſe, Jab. 20, After they had been at the Sepulchic, and found not the body of 
Jeſus there ; Jeſus himſelte appeared to them, and after ſome reaſoning with them, 
he ſhewed them his hands and his feer z Then ſaith the Text, were the Diſciples 
glad when they law the Lord, verſ. 20. Again, vetſ. 277 Then faith he to Thomas 
reach hither thy finger, and behold my hands, and teach hither thy hand, and 
thruſt it into my fide, and be not faithleſle but believing 3 Thomas having ſaid 
before, verſ,25, That unleſſe he ſhould fee in his hands the print ot the nayles and 
put his finger into the print of the nayles, (namely by which he was naylcd to the 
Croſs.) And thruſt his hand into his fide, (namely that was pierced with a Spear, 
Fob. 19. 34-) he would not believe. For which though he deſerved reproote, and 
went not without it; yet our Saviour graciouſly condiſcended to his weakneſſe for 
our further cenfirmation. Secondly, this is alſo moſt clear from the holy Ghoſts 
Teſtimony of him after his aſcenſion, and being received up into Heaven; That 
it was the ſame, that the Jeet ſlew, and hung on a Tree, whum God had raiſed 
and exalted with his right hand, a Prince and a Saviour; And whom the Heaven 
muſt receive till the reſtitution of all things, AMA. 5. 30, 31. & 3.13 21. He 
even the ſame that was dead, is alive for cyermore, and bath the keyes ot Hell,and 
death. Rev. I, 18, This man continues for ever, even the man rin Jeſus, And 
therefore is a powerfull Mediator, and high Prieſt, Heby. 7. 23, 24 26. 1 Tim. 
2.5, 6, See it very largely and exprelly demonſtrated, Aft. 2. 22-36. & 13. 
23 38. That chat man Jeſus of Naxere!h, ot the feed ot Dav'd after the fleſh, 
who had been approved by God amongſt his enem es, by miracles and ſignes, as 
they alſo knew, Him whom they by wicked hands, had crucificd and ſlain, Him 
God had raiſed up, having looſcd the paines of death, becauſe it was not poſſible 
that he ſhould be holden of it: That David being a Prophet, and knowing that 
God had ſworne with an oath to him, Thar of the fruit of his loynes according tg 
the fleſh, he would raiſe up Chriſt co fic on his Throne; He ſeeing this before, 
ſpake of the Reſurre ction of Chriſt, that his ſoul was not left in Hell, neither did 
his fi-ſh ſee corruption 3 as Davids did, Daria is not yet aſcended or raiſed, But 
Jeſus that was made of rhe ſet d of David after the fleſh, in that one body fo płe- 
pared for him in the womb of the Virgin, in which he bore our fins to the Tice; 
He is mightily declared to be the Son of God by the reſurrection of him from the 
d in that ſame body, according to the Scriptures, Rom. 1, 3, 4. 2 Tim. 2. 8. 
1 For. 15. And he being riſen from the dead, in that body in mans nature is be- 
come the firſt fruites ot them that ſlept, or that yet dye in Adam; Therefore we 
conclude that the reſurtection in the lump, or harveſt of it, even of the juſt and 
unjuſt ſhall be ſo far ofthe ſame nature or kind, that it ſhall be of the ſame bodics 
that dye in Adam, and from him, even that which is dead, and Q1:epes in the duſt 
of the carth, ot them t hat reſt in death, yea the ſame bodics of all the reſt, (nor 
another ſhall come up ia the room, ) but it ſhalll be changed into another quali- 
ty, ou this our concluſion, is likewiſe plainly and abundantly aſſected by the A- 
ſtle, in that, 1 Cœ/. 15. in anſwer to that queſtion, which the Apoſtle ſuppoſes 
c 3 and carnall minds would move; (vic) How are the dead raiſed 
up, and with whar body do — In anſwer to that Queſtion, he all alon 
abundantly aſlerts, that even the ſame ir, the ſame body that is ſown, a natura 
body, and in corruption, ſhall be raiſcd again, though in another quality. — 
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firſt in his ſimilicude or compariſon of the ſeed, or grain ſown in the Earth, bein 
quickened after ir eyes in the Earth; Though the compariſon between that — 
the reſurtection will not hold in cyery thing, yet fo far as the Apoſtle uſes and ap- 
plycs it, its of good uſe for illuſtration 5 There he tells us, that which thou ſow- 
eſt, is not quick-ned, except it dye 3 he faith nor, that the ſame it / he ſame ſeed, 
or grain is not quckened, bur that it is nor quickened, except it dye, ſo then it is 
the ſame ſeed or grain which is quickened after it dyes 3 Then further he addes 
that which thou loweſt, thou ſowelt not that Body which ſhall be- But God gi- 
veth it a body, as it hac pleaſed him, and to every ſeed, his own body, He ſaich 
not, that icli thou foweſt ſhall be no more, or that there riſeth or cometh forth 
ſome ot her th.ng, or body in the Nead of ir 3 But that which thou ſoweſt, thon 
ſoweſt it not that wich it ſhall be, till irs the ſame it, ( hat ſhall be in the quick- 
ening of ir, Another body as to the quallicy of ir, Its the ſame changed, te gives 
to cvety lecd its n body. So likewite he abundantly aſſerts in the following ap- 
lication of the compariſon, ſycak ing thercin chiefly, or more dire & ly of the Re- 
— of the juſt ; So allo is the reſurreRion of the dead: Ic is ſovne in cor- 
ruption, it is raiſed in inco ruption ; Ir is ſowne in diſhonour, it is raiſed in glory: 
It is ſowne in weaknclle, it is raiſed in power: It is fowne a naturall body, i is 
raiſed a ſpirituall body 3 Obſerve all _ its the fame it, the ſame body that 
now is vile and dead, and turnes to duſt, (hat is raiſed anorher body as to quality, 
or in another quallity 3 The ſame body that is now in its preſent late of fleſh and 
bloud as corruptible, uacapable of inkeriring the kingdom, even the ſame ſhall be 
changed, and faſhioned into the likeneſſe ot his glorious body, and then inherit 
with him, Whence the reſurtection is called the Redemption of the body, and not 
the quickening, or raiſing up ſome other thing, Phill. 3. 21. Rom. 8.17 23, 

2 The next thing we propounded, as having occaſion given us by the text to 
conſider in this Doctrine of the reſurreRion ot the Dead, and eternall judgment, 
is, The time of it. Some diſcovery of which is hinted in the former con ſide ration; 
yet here we ſhall perticularly ſhew, what is exyreſle d and ſigniſied in the text cone 
cerning it. And how chat is cor firmed in other Scriprures, 

1 It is expreſſed to be in an hour or time that is coming, yea, that ſy much is 
to be underſtood in the expr: flion, that it is not now 3 not ma. qe, or accompliſhed 
in, or upon any ia this preſent time, that is already come; app: arcs by compar e- 
ing this wich verſ. 25. To which that this relates, we Fave already thewed, In 
that with reference to it, this declares a greater and more wonderfull manifeſta» 
tion of the excellency ot the ſon ct man, and of the mighty power of his voyce 
then that there ſpoken off, And here its relating to that, further appearcs in the 
expreſſion of the time of the coming forth of this, as compared with the time of 
the coming forth of that. Conſider a d compare the ſeverall expreflicns, of the 
time of the coming forth ot the diſtin, and ſeverall workes re he ſa ith, the 
hour is coming, and now is, in which the dead ſhall hear his voyce, and they that 
hear ſhall live, i 

Here he faith, Marvell not at this, For the hour is coming, in the which all 
that are in the Graves ſhall hear his voyce, and ſhall come foxth, &c, Now in that 
he there ſaich, the hour is coming, and now is; and here ſaith, the hour is coming: 
Bur leaves out that chuſe, and now s, wh:ch is there added I fay,in that he addes 
ir there, and leaves it out here, te fully fign fi:s ſo much to be underſtood, that 
the hour, or time for th's here ſpu n of, is not now, and fo bis ſaying here, thar 
the hour is coming, without the addition ot that clauſc, conſidering w * 
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it hath to that yerſe where ir is added, is as much as if he had faid, the hour is 
coming, bur is net now 3 (as the forementioned efficacy of bis yoyce is, ) but in 
the time yet wholly to come, they erred concerned the truth, that laid, that the 
reſurreRion was paſt already, or paſt to ſome, and ſo already come, or made and 
accompliſhed upon any, in the time of this life: For as it is appointed to men, 
(the whole kind) once to dye, fo alſo after death, to come torth to the judgment, 
3 Tim. 2. 18. Hibr. 9. 27. 

2 It is fully Ggnificd in the text, (fill comparing it as before wich that 25 
verſe,) that the hour or time of the relurreRion and eternal; judgment, is an hour 
or time by it ſelfe, diſtinct f om that hour or time ſpoken of in the 25 verſe,which 
was both coming, and already begun; And therefore no part of that, nor can ic 
be till that be finiſhed, for he ſaith not, that in this hour or time coming, which 
now was already begun, or in any following part of that ; all chat ate in the 
Graves hall come forth. But having mentioned that hour or tinic coming, thar 
then was already begun, as a diſtin ur or time of it ſelfe 3 he then mentions 
this, as another, and following hour, in which all that arc in che Graves ſhall hear 
his voyce, and ſhall come forth, &c, This hour then ſhall not come, untill that 
be finiſhed that was then already begun. Yea, 

3 Thar ir ſhall immediat ly ſucceed that, is evident allo in the exprefſions, In 
chat of the firſt, he ſaith, the hour is coming, and now is, and then with refe- 
rence to that, ſaith of the following, the hour is coming, as who ſhould ſay, The 
next after tijs hour or time, that now is, or is already begun, it Mall follow it, 
at the heeles. 

Now then for our underſtanding the time of the ReſurreRion of the dead 
and of cternall judgment as expreſſed, and ſignified to us by our Saviour in chis 
text ; Its weedtull tor us to conſider, 1. What is that hour or time mentioned 
in the 25 verſe ; as coming, and already come, or begun. 2 What is that our 
or time immediatly following, or coming next after that, mentioned in the 2$ 
verſe, after which is our en quir y. 1 The hour or time ment · on din the 25 verſe, 
of which our Saviour ſaith, it was coming, and was then already begun, it 
appeares by comparing it with the former verles, to be the time of the min ſter all 
preaching of the voyce, or wo d of the ſon of God; in mans narure as alr. ady 
come in * ficſh, which was begun by the Lord him ſcife, ( his forerunner oba 

reparing the way to it,) And confirm d by thoſe that immediately, and perſonal- 
J heard, and received it from himſelf, Webr, 2. 4. This miniſtration or diſpen- 
Alion is called, the preaching of peace by Jeſus Chriſt, A. 10. 36. His ſpeake- 
ing from Hcaven, as diſtinguiſhed from Moſes miniſtration, or ſpeaking on earth, 
Hebr. 12.25, For though this yoyce did begin to come forth in our Sayiours 
perſonall miniftration on carth,yer it was confirmed and given forth in full by him 
from Heaven (after his aſcenſion) in that wonderfull pouring our of the holy 
Ghoſt on the firſt witncfles 3 And by them to all Nations for the obedience of 
faith And he is ſpiricually preſent with it to the end of the World; yea that be- 

inning of the coming forth of it in his perſonal miniſtration on earth, was alſo his 
— from Heaven, He being then in the boſome of the Father, ſo as never 
man was, did more fully, and clearly reveale him; And fo irs here called, the voyce 
of the ſon of God, (even of the only begotten ſen of God, that was in the boſome 
of the Father, as Job. 1. 18.) Both as now already begun in his perſonall mini- 
ſtration, and as after more fully to come forth from him, when aſcended into 
Heaven, in that miniſtration of rhe ſpirir, (which yet was not ſo given, till — 
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was glorified, Job. 7. $9.) This is that called, the coming forth of grace; and 
ruth by Jeſus Chriſt, ot the fullneſſe of which miniſtry, the Apoſtles received after 
his aſcenſion 5 And fo called as diſtinguiſhed from the coming of the 1 a» by 
Moſes, Feb. 1. 16, 17,18, The preaching of the Kingdom, as diſtinguiſhed from 
the Law, and the Prophets, Ia. 16. 16, The manifeſtation of the 1ighteouſnefſe 
of God by the faith ot Chrift, as diſtinguiſhed from the former witnetles of it, in 
the Law, and Prophets, Rom. 3. 21, 22, Chriſts bringing life and immort-ll'ty 
to light by the Golpell, 2 Tim. 1. 10. And fo the reſtimony of the Lord, verſe E. 
And here, the voyce of the ſon of God, his word, preaching, or miniſtry, Gods 
ſpeaking to as by his Son, as diſtinguiſhed from his ſpeaking in ſundry manners 
in former times, Heby. 1. 1,2, Now the time of the continuance of this miniſtry, 
is _ ſhewed to be, To the end of the World in this corruptible Nate of ic, 
or the World that now is ; All power (ſaith our Saviour) is given unto me 3 
(namely in mans nature, even in that body in which he bore our fins tothe Tree, 
being now raiſed from the dead, and as the great and laſt Prophet to the Nations, 
Gods light to the Gentiles, and his falyation to the ends of & Earth) Goe yee 
therefore, Diſciple the Nations, baptizeing them (chat is in pouring out this word 
or Doctrine upon them 3 Publiſhing his name and repentance, and remiſſion of 
fins in it, for all 3 And al'o in outward ſcaling, or witrefling the truth of that, 
in that ordinance of bapt zeing with water in that name ; And fo baptizeing 
them) in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the holy Gheft,(as now 
come torth in him) Teaching them to obſerye all things wharſocver 1 have come 
manded yougand loc I am with you alwayes to the end of the World, Math. 28. 
18, 19, 20. And ſo the Apoſtle ſaith, They had received the grace of Apoſtleſhip 
fully co make known, and give forth the preaching of Chriſt, which was kept ſe- 
cret ſince the World began, but was now given by the Father, to the man Chriſt, 
raiſed from the dead 3 As the laſt, and great Prophet, even the ſame, which he 
began perſonally to preach on Earth; The fullnefle of which he had now given 
to them, as his Ambaſladors, tor obedience of the faith among all Nations for his 
name, Rom. 1.5.& 16. 25, 26. 2 Tim, 4. 17. 

Yea our Saviour further ſaith, That this Goſpell ofthe Kingdome, muſt be 
preached in all the World, for a witnefle unto all Nations, And then ſhall the end 
come, Math, 24. 14. This miniſtration is to continue till then, whence tis cal- 
led, the diſpenſation gf the fulinefle of tunes, Eph. 1. 10. And thoſe gifts that ate 
ſo given unto the Church, as that they are ſald to be fer in it (as diſtinguiſh d 
from theſe that were added, to accompany them chic fly in the beginning of that 
diſpenſation, x Cor. 12. 28. with Eph, 4. x1. ) They arc ſo given, and ſet in it for 
that work of the miniſtry, and to be exerciſed tht rein, till we all come in the unity 
of the faith, and acknowledgement of the ſon of God, to a perfc& man, to the 
meaſure of the full age of Chriſt in his body The Church, even till the time 
when they ſhall all be brought together in a perfect ſtate in the firſt reſurrection, 
Eph. 4.11, 12, 13. Whence alſo the times and ages, or dayes of the World that 
now is, frem the beginning of the coming forth of that voyce of the ſon of God 
ate called, rhe laſt dayes, as diſtinguiſhed from thoſe former ſundry times, n wh h 
God ſpake in divers manners, Hehr. 1.1, 2. yea the laſt time, or age of che 
World, and the time of the laſt diſpenſation, or miniſtration to be given to it, 
1 Job. 3.17, 18. with Eph. 1. 10. "The hour or time of the voyce of the Son of 
God, or of the preaching of Jeſus Chriſt, and by him in the man 3 our Saviour 
ſhewes to be the laſt. Aſter he had ſent divers ſeryants before, laſt of all, be ſent 
the Son himſclf, Math, 21, 37. D 2 We 
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2 We come next to enquire,what is that hour or time immediately ſucceeding 
or coming next after that time, of the miniſteriall preaching of Jeſus Chriſt, fore- 
mentioned ; Atter the finiſhing of which, there ſhall be no more means uſed,nor 
time afforded to the World, that now is, nor ſhall there ever be any more need of 
ſuch gifts, or ſuch exerciſe of them, as is now appointed for the work of the mini- 
ſtry, by che Saints in this time of their imperteRion, though the matter of the 
voyce 312 then be the matter of their ſong, and g loriouſſy cammemo- 
rated by them among all the Nations in the World to come. The hour or time 
then coming after, and immediately ſucceeding that hour or time mentioned in 
verſ. 25, Cannot be in any time, or ages of the World, that now is, nor untill 
the ſccond perſonall appearing of Jeſus Chriſt from Heaven, For till then, this 
time forementioned laſts z And is therefore called the laſt time, or age of the 
Word, that now is: (as we have already ſhewed) The time therefore under con- 
ſideration muſt needs be, the time of the World to come, which immediately ſol- 
lowes at the heeles of this, and upon that ſecond and glorious appearance of the 
m ghty God our Saviour, as 2 Pet. 3. So chat it is the World to come of which 
we ſpeak, and of which our Saviour ſpeakes ut this a8 yerſe, The hour is com- 

ing, in che which all that are in the Graves ſhall hear his voyce, and ſhall come 
forth, ſome to the Reſurrection of life, and others to the Reiurrection of damna- 
tion. It is the tim: of his glorious perſonall appearing from Hcaven upon earth, 

ro put an end to the World that now is 3 And create new Heaven, and new carth, 

and reſtore the whole Creation: And the time of his glorious Kingdom on the 
earth in the World to come, in which all dungs ſhall be viſibly and glorioufly ſub- 

dued to him; (2 Tim. 4. 1.) Aftcr which time ſhall be no more. 

Now then, that there ſhall be ſuch a time, aftgr the miniſteriall preaching of 

pou by Jeſus Chrift hath been continued irs time, for a witneſſe to all Nations, 

a time I ſay, as in which the Sen of man ſhall perſonally appear from Hea» 

ven on the Earth, in that glory he now poſſeſſeth for us in Heaven, in that body in 

which he bore our firs to — Tree. And ſhall then put an end to the Werld that 


now is, and make new Heavens, and new Earth, and tak: ro him his great power, 
and * on the Earth, till all his enemies be ſubdued. 

And chat all that whole time of his appearing, and Kingdom, is called, one 
time, 0: day of the fon of man, the great day of Chriſt, the hour, or time that is 
coming, and not yet come, | a 

chat, that time, or day of his appearing, and Kingdom, is the time of 
the dead, t hat they ſhall be raiſed and judged, Sec a little of the Scriptures Te- 
ſt mony to each of theſe, 

I Thar there ſhall be ſuch a time, aſter the miniſterial preaching of peace by 
Jeſus Chriſt, (as aforeſaid ) ſee Peters Teſtimony (Act. 3. 19, 20, 21.) of the 
times of refreſhing, which (Aich he) ſhall come fiom the preſence of the Lord, 
when he ſhall ſend us Jeſus Chriſt, who before (faith he) was preached unto you, 
(namely before that time of Gods ſending him again, (viz.) in this preſent hour 
or time that now is, after the finiſhing of which, God ſhall ſend us the ſame Jeſus 
whom they crucified, in the glory which he now poſſeſſerh for us) whom, the Hca- 
ven muſt receive till the Reſtitution of all things, which God hath ſpoken, by the 
mouth of all h holy Prophets, ſince the Wor + To which agrees the te- 
ſtimony of the Angels, this ſame Jeſus which is taken up from you into 
ſhall ſo come in Ie manner, as ye have ſeen him goe into Heaven, At. 1. Kt. 
As he appeared once in the laſt Ages of the World in chat one body, Auch the oc 
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ther prepared for him, in our nature, to put away fin by the ſacrifice of himſelfe, 
and 8 was once offered, to beare the fins of many: So he ſhall appeat the ſecond 
time in the ſame body, but without fin, or any impuration, or fruites of ir 

him, even in the glory, he now poſſe ſleth for us to the urmoſt ſalvation of thoſe 
that now look for him, Hebr, 9. 26, 28. Thoſe that have their converſation in 
Heaven, do look for the Saviour, the Lord Jcſus Chriſt from Heaven, as Phil. 3. 
20. Coll. 3. 4. Tit. 2. 13. And though others {coffe at the promiſe of his com- 
ing, yet that day of the Lord will come, (to them as a Theife in the night) In the 
which the Heavens ſhall paſle away with a great noiſe, and the Elements ſhall 
melt with fervent heate, the Earth alſo, and the works therein ſhall be burnt up, 
(And fo it ſhall be as the dayes of Noah, and of Lot, to the diflolving all thele 
things, and putting an end tothis corruptible ſtate of the World, Luk.17. 25,30.) 
Nevertheleſſe, we according to his promiſe look for new Heavens, and a new 
Earth, in which dwelleth righteouſneſſe, 2 Pet. 3. 4 · 14. yea in that his coming, 
he ſhall ſtill fir on the right hand of power, Math. 26. 64. and reigne on the 
earth, miniſtring judgment to che people in righteouſne ſle, Pſal. 9. 7, 8. & 96. 
13. 2 Tim. 2. 18. Kev. 5.10, & 20. 4, 6. And then when he takes to him his 
great power, and reignes (as Kev. 11. 37.) all things ſhall be viſibly, and glori- 
ouſly ſubje& ro him, for he ſhall put down all rule, power, and authority, and 
reigne till all his enemies be pur under his feet, and then deliver up the Kingdom 
to the Father, and God ſhall be all in all, when time ſhall be no more, 1 Cor. 15. 
2328. with Hebr. 2. 18. 

2 That all that whole time of his glorious per ſonall appearing and Kingdome 
is together, and by it ſelfe, as diſtinguiſhed from the firſt day of the ſon of man, 
In which he once perſonally appeared to put away fin by the ſacrifice of himſelfe, 
and hath abolliſhed death, And in which alſo, he perſonally began, and mediate- 
ly continues, a gracious and ſpicituall miniſtration, bringing lite, and immertal- 
lity to light through the Goſpell, 1 ſay, as diſtinguiſhed from that whole day, or 
time of * ſon of man, All this time of his glurious appearing, and Kingdome is 
called one of the dayes of the fon of man, Luk. 17. 22. Where after he hath 
told the Phariſces, that the K ngdome of God comerh not with obſervation, out- 
ward ſhew of glory, or worldly pomp, as they expected; Bur that the Kingdome 
of God, vas now amongſt them, (brought to them, in the miniſtration and preach- 
ing of it by him) he then further tells his D ſciples, that they ſhould defire to ſce 
one of the dayes of the fon of man, namely that of his ſecond appearing, and the 
glorious manifeſtation, and bringing downe of the Kingdome then; And ſhould 
not ſee it, namely ror in this day or time, nor till they ſhall be gathered toge- 
ther, with all that ſleep in Jefus, as appeares in the following part of that chaprer, 
Dazie! ſhall then ſtand up in his lot ; yea, frequently, all chat time of his appear- 
ing, and King dome, is called the day of the Lord, the great and notable day, (as 
2 Pet. 3. Malla. 4. J.) (one day being with the Lord, as a thouſand years, and a 
thouſand yeares as one day) The ſon of man, his day, the day in which the fon 
of man ſhall be revealed, Luk. 19, 44, 30. The day of Chriſt, Phil. 2. 16. And fo 
here, the hour or time of the ſon of man, that is yet wholly to come, In which 
ſhall be the moſt wonderfull and glorious putting forth of his mighty voyce, And 
therefore (as well as for other Reaſons) is that take time of his appearing, and 
of his Kingdome, or glerious reigne on the earth, called one time, one day, one 
hour, though it may be as long, or longer then this time of the miniſteriall 
preaching of peace by Jeſus Chit 3 1 u it may be ſo, may be ſignified — 
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being called by the ſame name ; An hour, yea that is the hour coming, in which 
there ſhall be no ſuch occaſion for cutting ihort the time, as there is, and will be 
in this preſent hour, I ſay, if it ſhould be never ſo long, yet all of it is therefore 
called, one hour, one time, one day of the Son of man ;; Becauſe as in this preſent 
hour of his miniſteriall preaching peace, There is no chang: of miniſtration, or 
diſpenſation, in which God, doth or will ſpeak and reveale himſelfe to us, As bee 
fore there was, Heb, 1. 1,2, That his ſpeaking to us by his owne Son is the laſt, 
as we have ſhewed before, c ven ſo in that hour that is coming, there ſhall be ro 
change or alteration of the ſtare of things as they ſhall be tene wed, and ſet by him, 
nor any more changes or oyerturnings of the Government, or adminiſtration ot 
it, as now there is; Till he whoſe right ir is, come, and take ir, P/al. 96. lo, Cc. 
with 1/a. 65. 22. Exch. 21.27. with Pſal. 75. & 82 His ſeed hall endure for 
ever; His Throne ſhall be as the Sun, it thall be eſtabliſhed for ever as the Moon, 
Pſal, 89. 36, 37. His Kingdome is an everlaſting dominion, which ſhall not pals 
away to anether, but be poſſeſſed by him (who will deliver it to his Packer when | 
he hath deſtroyed all enemies) and by his Saints with him for ever, Das. 7. 14, 
18, 26, 27. Revel. 22. 5, Lea therefore allo is it called, the Day of Chriſt, the 
= Day of the Lord, becauſe in it, he ſhall ſee all the fruit of the travell of his 
oul in this day, (both in them that are ſaved, and in them that periſh,) he ſhall 
then ſce his ſecd, that were now made willing in the day of his glace, and power- 
full Goſpell, and enjoy chem with him, in the full enjoyment ot h's infinite glory, 
the fruit ot his ſuff:rings 3 And he and they ſhall ſee their defire then on their E- 
nemies, that have wickedly per ſiſted in their ſtuborneſſe, all the day of his grace 
towards them; In their everlaſting deſtruction from the preſence of the Lord, 
and by his righteous judgment, and the power of his mighty voyce, that now 
would have ſaved them, In which judgment he ſhall be glorified, and the righte- 
ous ſhall rejoyce for ever. As alſo appeares in the next conſideration. : 

3 That that time of the appearing, and Kingdome of Jeſus Chriſt, is the time 
of rhe dead, chat they ſhall be raiſed, and judged 3 And that he ſhould give te- 
wards to his ſervants, &c. And ſhould deſtroy them which deſtrey the Earth, fee 
for this, Revel. 1. 13, 17, 18, Likewiſe our Saviour plainly affirnicth, that the 
fon of man ſhall come in the glory of his Father, and with his holy Angels; And 
then ſhall he reward every man according to his works, Math. 16. 27. yea the 
Apoſtle expreſſeth our policion diſtinly m ſo many wordsz The Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
ſhall judge the quick and the dead at his appearing, and at his Kingdome, which 
diſtinct mention of the time, leades us to the next conſide ration in the 
text. dix. 

3 The intimation this text gives us of the order of the Reſurrection of the 
dead, and eternall judgment by Chriſt, 

That theſe that have done good in this Werld, ſhall be firſt raiſed and brought 
forth to the enjoyment of their glory, and glorious rewards z Before thoſe that 
have done evill in this World, ſhall be raiſed, and brought forth to their everla- 
ſting puniſhment, is intimated, in the order obſerved by our Saviour in this decla- 
ration of it 3. mencioning firſt, the reſurrection unto life of thoſe that have done 
good, and after that, the reſurrection umo damnation of thoſe that have done e- 
vill; yea the like order is obſerved, wherever it is diſtinctly ſpoken of by the holy 
Ghoſt in the Scripture z as in Dan. 12. 2. Many that ſlecp in the duſt of the 
Earth ſhall awake, (where by many, we may underſtand all of them, according 
to our Sayiours aſſextion ia ti is text,) And then coming to the 6 
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everlaſting lite, and ſome to ſhame, and everlaſting contempt: So Paul, Act. 14. 
15. In his acknowledgement of the reſurrection of the trad, mentions firſt, the 
reſurreRion of the juſt, and then of the unjuſt, 

Yer this we grant, chat the order of expreſſions doth not alwayes ſigniſie, an 
order of time in the coming forth of the things expreſſed, or a diſtance of time 
between the coming forth of them; But where the ſame order is alwayes obſerved 
by the holy Ghoſt ſpeaking of the ſame things, it is the mere ſignificant ; For 
this we finde, that when he ſpeakes of ſeverall, or diſtinct things, in which he 
would not have us apprehend ſuch an o. der of time in the coming forth of chem z 
or diſtance of time between them, as might be intimared in the order of expreſ. 
fions,he doth not then alwayes obſerve the ſame order in the expre ſſions of them 
As for inſtance, when he faith, except a man be born of water, and of the ſpirirg 
he cannot enter into the Kingdome ot God, yet that we may not apprehend, an 
ſuch thing intimated in the order of expreflions.there, or in the diſtin& manner 
of menticning 3 The water, and the ſpirit, as a double, or two fold birth, x Of 
Water. 2 Ol the ſpirit, or a ſeycrall,and divided coming forth of thoſe principles 
for effecting the new birth : firſt of the water by it ſelfe 3 ſecondly of the ſpirit by 
it ſelfe, Therefore the holy. Ghoſt doth not alwayes obſerve the ſame order, 
when ſpeaking of che ſame things? Yea our Saviour changeth that order in his 
explication of that Doctrine, and therein of thoſe principles of 1 — the 
water and the ſpitit 5 In the ſame — ob. 3. 14,15, 16. which verſes are 
evidently a further demonſtration, and explication of that Doctrine, verſ. 3, 5. 
ſhewing in that whole explication, what that water, and that ſpirit is, of which a 
man may be born = 3 And there (I ſay) he changes the order uſed in verſ. 52 

king to that firlt in his explication, which was laſt in his firſt declaration of 
them : Namely the ſpirit, of which a man may be born again, Mich he interprets 
to be, in that office, or work of the ſpirit ; The lifting up of the Son of mas, ac- 
cording to that, Joh. 16. 14. And then explicates the water after, to be that 
love of God to man-ward, that is manifeſted in and through the gift of his Son; 
which is both the ground of the ſpirits being ſent to lift him up, and alſo is ir ſelfe 
commended, diſplayed, and ſhed abroad, in ſuch lifting him up, as verſe 17. 
with Rom 5. 5, 6, 7, 8, &c. And ſo the water, and the ſpirit goe together, and 
are one in and with the other, poured forth abundantly by Jeſus Chriſt, for rege- 
neratcing men, as Tit. 3. 3, 4, J, 6- which that we may underſtand, our Saviour 
obſerves not the ſame order of expreſſions in the firſt declaration, and following 
explication, and after by his Apoſtles mentions them, as joyntly coming forth to- 
gether; yea in the 1 fob. 5. 8. expre ſly mentions, the ſpirit firſt 3 And then the 
water and the bloud of Chriſt, through which che water is ſhed abroad by the 
ſpirit opening, and ſprinckling it, and ſo mentions them, as all agreeing in one, 
_ coming torth joyntly, and together. Other inſtances of like nature might

(as we have ſaid) when the ſame order is alwayes obſerved in mentioning 
the ſame things, as it is wherever the reſurre ction of the juſt,and unjuſt is ſpoken 
off: It's more fignificant, as to order of time to be obſerved by us in the coming 
forth of thoſe things.

the laſt that ſhall be deſtroyed, As to ſay. 

1 It muſt necdes ſtill remaine in Becing, and in ſome ſence reigning on the 
Bodies of thoſe, that ſhall be the ſubjects of that Kingdome that ſhall be poſſeſſed 
and adminiſtred by the fon of man, and the children of the firſt cefurreRion, A 
thouſand ycares on Earth, even upon theſe that are ſaved, leſt, or reſerved from 
being cut of in thoſe ſweeping and diflolateing judgments, that ſhall be immedi- 
atcly executed on the Earth, at his perſonall coming to take the Kingdome ; And 
ſs upon the pcople that ſhall then be born; The Nations that ſhall preſently and 
abundantly multiply and increaſc of thoſe few, who ſhall all be the {ubj:&ts, and 
admitted to walk in the light of that glorious Kingdome, Iſa. 24. 6. 13, 14. & 
66. 19. & 60. 21, 22. Pſal. 102. 18, 22. Revel. 21. 24. 1 fay death, or mortal- 
lity muſt needs till remaine in being on them, though not ſo imbittered with 
violent diſeaſes, paines, and miſeries as now j The creature being reſtored, and 
all other enemies ſubdued, ſo that men may generally live, and live bappily in 
ſubmiſſion to that glorious Government, much, or all the time of it. Vet in a 
ſtare of mortallity, till they have paſſed through it; For its appointed to all the 
whole kind of man once to dye, yea they muſt all firſt bear the Image of the 
earthy ; So that mortallity muſt needes continue in being, as long as there is au 
off-ſpring, or generation of mankind, coming forth, which that there ſhall be in 
the time of the adminiſtration of that Kingdome on earth, the forecired _ 
tures ſne j yea the H Kingdome, declares this to 
the ble ſſedneſſe of all choſe ſubj it, chat fear the Lord, and ſo volluntarihy 
ſubmir to, and rejoyce in that Government; They ſhall ſee their childrens chib- 
drer,and peace upon Iſtacl, P/al. 127. Though they that ſhall be counted wor- 
thy co obraine chat World nd the RefuereRion:ftom the dad, hey neither marry 
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nor are given in marriage, nor can they dye any morgy for they are unto 
the Angels, and are the children of God, being the children of rhe reaction, 
Luk, 20. 37, 36. They ſhall poſſeſſe glory of a far higher nature, not as ſubyects, 
bur as Reigners with Chriſt: yer among the ſubjects of that Kingdome and 
World to come, that are not the children of the ReſurreRion, but under their 
Government; there will be marrying, and wonderfull increaſe and multiplicati- 
on, ſuch as in ne time before, compare with that, Pſal. 227, Iſa. So. at, ad. And. 
while ſo, and that they are not yet che children of the Reſurrection 3 That mor- 
rallicy remaines on chem, is clearly imported in that of our Saviour laſt mention- 
ed, as alſo in what hath been alceady ſaid ; ir muſt remaine on them, till they 
have paſſed through death, and be made the children of the ReſurreRion, for all 
muſk firſt bear the Image of the carthy 3 And not only ſo ſhall death remaine in 
being, and in being as an enemy, though a conquered one, Bur alſo, 

2 In that it ſball hold choſe chat now were enemies to him, and dyed before

to make War with him, and his Army, ſhall have their power deſtrayed; An

And after that, yet in that time of his Kingdome, all the reſt of the dead.

1 That both the juſt, and unjuſt, even every of mankind ſhall be raiſed, and 
judged by the voyce of the ſon of man, is plainly aſlorted in the Text, eſpecially 
compareing it with the verſe before, where he aſſeits, that the Father hath given 
him authority to execute judgment alſo, becauſe he is the ſon of man. And here 
addes, that all that are in the Graves ſhall hear his voyce,namely the yoyce of the 
ſon of man, And ſhall come forth, &c. The ReſurrcRion and eternall judg- 
ment ſhall be by rhe man Chriſt, and by kis voycc, who is the only begotten Son 
of God in mans nature; The ſon of man, fo called by way of eminency, becauſe 
chere is no more ſuch ſons of God, or ſons of men, as Hee, |

is plain in the ſoregoing verſes, compared with this, The Father judgeth no 
man, but hath committed all judgment to the Son For as the Father hath 
life in himſelic, ſo he hath given to the Son to have life in himſelfe, and hath 
given Him authority to exccute Judgment alſo, becauſe he is the ſon of man, yea 
on chat, this which tollowes in the Text, doch alſo depend, being part of that cx. 
ecution of judgment, to which the Father hath given him amhormy, Becauſe he 
is the Son of man, therefore it is, that all that are in the Graves, thall hear his 
voyce, and ſhall come forth, &c. If he had not ſuffered the judgment of this 
World, which the Facher had againſt them, under which they were tallen, by the 
tianſgreſſion and diſobedience ot the firſt man, in which all have ſinned, and by 
that lin, and ſinfullneſle, which thereby emired into, and overſpread the whole 
nature, which judgment, he could not have ſuftered, if he had not t ad a body pre- 
pared fer him in mans nature, ſubje ct to all our infirmiries, yet wit hout fin. And 
if alſo, in ſuffcring that judgnrent, he had not ſo ſatisfied, as to diſcharge and o- 
vercome it; If he had not compleated righteouſacfle, in riſeing up from the 
Dead, in the name, power, and glory of the Father, that delivered him to it; 
And in the ſame body, in which our fins were imputed to him, and in which he 
bore them to the Tiec, a Conquerour over all that Curſe, and Death, inſlicted 
on him for us 3 And oft.ced up that body, an acceptable, and effectuall ranſome, 
or price of R:d« r1ption to God toc all mankind, fo as to be therein, and as ſuch a 
ranſome, received and accepted for cy-r with the Father, now no more to return 
to co ruption 3 Then that firſt judgment could not ha ve been remitied,nor man- 
kind releaſed {rom unde! it io him, And the whole judgment of them committed 
to him, nor could he have received authority, and power to raiſe them all out of 
the firſt death, And bi ing them to his judgment ſeat, But this power, authority,

yet doubtleſle, tis a direct expre ſſion of his exaltation with the right „* 


God, in that Body in which he bore our fins to the Tree, But that fo expreſſed, 
as therein was ſignified the manner of his death, by being lifted up, upon the 
Croſs, through which, and by meaues of which he was ſo exalted; And ſo in 
both, it anſwers to this Text, Becauſe he is the fon of man, Becauſe of his taking 
mans nature, in that one body prepared for him, and in that his own body humb- 
ling himſelfe to death, even the death of the Crols, as the Son, or Heyre of man, 
even his Heyre at Law of all his fin, miſery, death, and curſe, that came in meerly 
through the offence of one man Adam ; Theretore he being raiſed from the dead 
by the glory of the Father, in that h.s own body in which he bore our fins to the 
rec, now NO more to return to corruption, and exalred with the right hand of 
God, to appear in his prcſence in Heaven it ſelfe tor us, is therein glorified with 
the Fackers own ſelfe, ſo as to bring all men under his power, diſpoſe, and Go- 
vernment, is their ſeverall Ages, that through him, they may be laved; yea 
therefore becauſe of his ſuſterings, and giving himſelte as raiſcd from the dead, and 
being accepted for ever a ranſome for them all, he will redeem them all, wholly 
f om th: 1 death, ranſome them from the power of the Grave, and bring them 
to his judgment ſcar, (Hoe 1 as with x Tim. 2. 6.) For to this end Chr. 
both dycd, roſe, and revived, that he might be Lord of all, both dead, and living. 
Rom. 14. 9, 11, 12. Phill. 2. 6 11. For as by man came death, ſo by man alio 
the reſurreRi-n of the dead; for as in Adam all 4455 and that is no otherwiſe, 
but in the demerit, and influence of his tranſgreſſi on. Rem. 5. 12. even fo in 
Chriſt, Thar is in the merit, o vertue, and influence of his perfect ſacrifice and 
rightcouſneſle, ſhall all be made alive. Hence the Apoſtle gives this as the 
fone of that Doctrine, that we muſt all appear before the — ſeate of 
iſt, that every one may receive —— to the things done in the body, 
whether good, or bad, namely, that one dyed for all, and reſe again, fo effecati- 
ouſly, as it was accepted with the Father, as if all had dyed, and to ſuch a gra- 
cious end, that they which live (every man in his ſevera!l Age, and life time,) 
ſhould not hence forth (attet this grace comes to him bringing ſalva: on) live to 
themſclyes, but to hm that dyed for them, and roſe again. 

If he had not dyed for them their death, and ſuffered their curſe, and that ſo 
effectually, as to beeome himſelſe a ranſome for them, a price of redemption 
ſrom that death, and curſe z They muſt neceſlarily have periſhed for evec in, 
and under ir. : 

If alſo this had not been by the grace of God, and fo reall, and effectuall with 
the Father, as that through Chriſt, in the name, and grace of the Father, they 
might have been ſaved, in due time 3 They could not be righteouſly judged for 
d:nying him that bought them, and not receiving the love of the truth, that 
they might be ſaved. His judgment therefore from ſuch demonſtrations, is, and 
ſhall be evidenced, to be according to truth, egainſt them that commit ſuch 
things, ſee Rom. 2. 2.4. 5-10-16, & 3, 3,4. Aft. 17. 30, 3. 2 Thel. 2. 10, 
11, 82. Though the ſpirit, that dwelleth in us, as of us, luſſeth to enyy and pr. de, 
yer God giveth more grace and becauſe he doth. ſe, therefore he ſaĩth; He refiſt- 
eth the proud, that ſtil perbit in their pride, and ſtubbornneſſe, notwihſtanding 
his grace bringing. ſalvation, did abound, and was more then their naturall filthi- 
neſſe and corruption, and would have overcome all for them, and in them, had it 


not 
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not been willfully again, and again rejected by them; This is the condemnation» 
that I'ghe is come inte the World, and men loved darkneſſe, Jam. 4. J, 6 
ob. 3. 19. 

* Therefore alſo, in the right underſtanding of the gr: atnefſe, and truth of this 
love of Ged in Chriſts dying tor all, and tlu ough it ty manward, the Apoſtles did 
diſcern and know the unſpeakable greatneſſe ot his terror againſt Scorners,in that 
Day of his judging all men by Jeſus Chriſt, according to their Goſpell, 2 Car. 5. 
10. 11-14. 13. Hebr. 2. 3. & 10.29, And the truth is, whatever is laid, to the 
leſſe ning, or taking off from either the greatnefle, or truth ef Gods grace in and 
through Chriſt to manward, tends every whit ſo much to the extenuating et their 
evill, that fin againR ir, and to che abating, or taking oft trem, the cleac diſco- 
veries of the terror of the Lord, and the greatneſſe, and equity of h s ſeverity 
chat ſhall be againſt Scorners perſiſting ſuch 3 and ſo to the blunting the edge, 
and raking away the force of all Goſpell admonitions, and warnings z tor accord- 
ing to his fear, (or grace and glory in Chriſt to manward, that he might be feared 
by them now) cven ſuch, fo infinite, and unſpeakable will be his wrath againſt 
Scorners then. Pſal. 90. 10, it,

In the immediate, and wonc ei full putting forth of his voyce, even Þe e po- 
erfull voyce, or ſpirit, that no bi eathes in the Goſpell, to the awakenirg the 
dead, or making them to heat, and to the making partakers of life, them that 
in hearing hear, That ic (hal! be by the ſame voyce, is clear in the 25. and 28. 
verſcs compared. T ''s move wonderfull efficacy of his voyce in raifing the dead, 
and bringing then men, s ere declared to cottect and filence their ſin- 
full marvel' ns power, and efficacy of the ſame voyce on the ſpirits 
of men, bet. uch is aflerred by th: Apoſtle, om. 8. i 1. I the 
ſpirit ot mn tha m tue dead, dwell in you 3 he that raiſed up 
Chriſtf, om th « 4 alſo quicken your mortall Bodies, (that is) Raiſe them 
in the firſt Reſurrec! n, and ro life, by the ſame ſpirit that now dwels in you: 
And in ſuch wi all» rhe geacrall Reſurre ction of all the reſt of the dead, 
be effected by him in the laſt day, as is Gignificd, Ib. 6. 39-44. where he not 
= faith, that he will raiſe them up at the laſt day. Bur elca ly ſignifies, that he 
will doe it by the ſame power, by which he was now ſent to draw ee em, and was 
drawing them, even by that ercrnall ſpirit, by which he was ra:ſed, and with which 
he is filled, and cloathed without meaſure, in that Body in mans nature, by vertue 
of his ſufterings, and by which he is now ftriving with, and working on the ſpiru a 
of men to the drawing, and quickening them; yea that wo: d, chat he hath now 
ſpoken to them, and preached by his ſpirit to their ſpii its, ſhall judge them ar the 
laſt Day, Job. 12. 48. By che power now graciouſly breathing in ir, to make 
them willing, they ſhall then be bought to h's judgment Sear, — they will 
or no; And be judged by, and according to it. God hath appointed a Day in the 
which he will judge the World in rightcouſneſſe, by that man whom he hath or- 
dained, whereof be hath given aſſurance unto all men, in that he hath raiſed Him 
from the dead; by whom, in the mighty putting forth of the ſame power and * 
rir, he will judge, diſcern, diſcover, and bring to light, and judgment, eve 
cret thing, whether it be good, or bad; And Þ jade the ſecrets of men by Jeſus 
Girft according to PaxP' Goſpell, -

Cauſe, buc alſo as the effecter and worker of it; And that by the ſame ſpirit, by 
which he was raiſcd, and with which he is immeaſurably filled in mans nature 
And by which he now accom panies his word, that through him men might belieye, 
and dwels in the hearts of the receivers in a firſt fruites of ic ; (as is thewed bee 
fore) Therefore (lays he) becauſe I am the reſurrcRion, and the lite, he chat 
believerh on me, though he were dead, yer ſhall he Ive, And he chat lverth, and 
believeth on me ſhall never d e he ſhall not dye, or be ſeparated from God, or 
cut off from his hope in that Nn death, or ſhadow of deach, w iich he muſt paſſe 
through ; And the ſecond death ſhall have no power on him, yea the fir ſt fruites 
of the ſpirit, being to the quickening cheir ſpirits that now receive it, what can the 
harveſt, or fu'la:ſſc of the ſame be to them, when it ſhall be poured eut upon 
them, bur ſtill more, even to fullneſle of efficacy of the ſame nature, life from the 
dead, The totall quickening of ſoul and body together; So likewiſe the ſame Do- 
Qrine is uſed for admonition, and warning to the rejectott, while its to day, to 
take heed of murmuring againſt that power, by which he is now ſtriving with them, 
drawing and working upon their hearts, For by the ſame power, ſpirir, voy ce, or 
word of the Son oF man, they ſhall be raiſed, and judged in the laſt day, And 
therefore it muſt needs be a terrible reſurreRion, and udgment to thoſe, that 

re have rejected the fame power in its ſaving, and healing oppa ations, haye 

ne deſpite to the ſpiric of grace, And rcj:&ed that wo d, and voyce in it, which 
ght to them, by which they muſt be raiſed, and _ Then by the 

2 ſpirir, which is the light and power of his voyce (in the Golpell) to them 
nom; ſhall every ſecret thing be brought to light 3 How the ſame hath been for- 
metly ſtriving, and working with them: Diſcovering the thoughts and intents of 
the Heart; And powerfully reproving, and with diſcoycries of his goodneſſe, 
leading to repentance, And how they have hardened their hearts; And for what 
empty reaſons, and lying vanitics, they have offered de ſpite, and g eivance to him 

The remembrance of which ſhall be ever with them, as the worm that ſhall ne- 
ver 17. 22 the equity of his Judgment, in the fire that never fhall be. 
quenched. 

This therefore our Saviour uſcth, as part of che Argument, or motive, wich 
which he admoniſheth them, not to murmur now, againſt the light and power of 
his Doctrine, not only, that they could not come, nor any man, without ſuch 
drawing of the Facher, as was now vouchſafed them by him; But alſo, that he 
even the ſame, that was now ſent in the light and pewer of his ſpirit by his word, 
to drau them 3 whether they now come or no, he ſhall raiſe them up at the laft 
day, even in the fame power, by the ſame ſpirit, and judge them by the ſame word,

by Jeſus Chriſt, by hat meanes ſocyer he pleaſeth to vouc

hear, and receive it, to the creating both light in the underſtanding and motion, 
or inclination in the will, where none was before, that men might in its own li 
and power perceive, and receive the great things of his love as diſcovered, 
brought unto them therein, ſecing its the ſame power, and ce, by 
which Chriſt was raiſed, by the glory of the Father, And all the dead thall be 
raiſed, by the man Chriſt, in the glory of the Father obtained by him in Mans na- 
ture, through and by mcancs of his — for men, yea this inſtruction may 
here ſeaſonably be noted by us, as preſcnted by our Saviour in the Text, for cor- 
recting of their finfull maryelling atthe ſorementioned preſent power, andefica» 
cy of his yoyce in the Goſpell on the — men. (uw) That ic is che fame 
voyce, by which the dead Bodies ſhall be raiſed, The light and power of his ſpiric 
ſent out with his Goſpell in the ſevetall preachings of it now vauchlated, is of the 
ſame nature with that Power, by which Chriſt was ralled 3 And the dead ſhall be 
raiſed : Ir is according to the working of that mighty power, which he wrought 
in Chriſt when he raiſed him from the dead, by which men ſpiritually dead, as to 
the hearing of the voyce of the ſon of God, are made to hear ir, in its coming to 
them, whence he is faid, by the ſame ſpirit, by which he was quickened, or raiſed 
from the dead, to have gone home to them 3 And preached to their ſpirits, that 
were diſobedient in the dayes of Noab. And ate now in Priſon for their dilobedi- 
ence, then 3 1 Pet. 3-18, 19, 20. And fo alſo by which thoſe that in hearing hear, 
are Arengchened to believe, and quickened and preſerved in lie in believing, 
Epb. 1. 18, 19, 20. wich Job. 5. 25. And {© its d to be a new creating 
word, or voyce, anſwerable to that firſt creating word, by which he created light 
where there was none before, 2 cer. 4. 6. 

The ſpitit and power of God, by which all things increaſe, and multiply in 
their ſeverall kinds; And by which all things were at firſt created, and had their 
Beeings g ven them, is the ſame, but not in the ſame manner put forth to the 
firſt, as to the laſt mentioned of theſe works, And ſo the r or ſpirit, by which 
men are preſerved incheir naturall liſe, and — en itz And that by 
which the dead bodies ſhall be raiſed, is the fame, but not in a lke manner of 
working put forth to the firſt, as to the latter. To the firſt in an ordinary, or na- 
turall way, or manner of working, ſo as co-opperating with, and ſtrengthening 
naturall faculties, and powers before given; To the other in a ſupernarurall way, 
or manner of working, giving, beeing, and lite, where there was none before 3 
even ſo likewiſe, we may ſay, Its the fame ſpirit and power of God, by which 
men are inſtructed, and ſtrengthened to the attaining natural), and World] 
Sciences ; And by which they are inſtructed, and ſtrengthe ned to know Chri 
and Gods glory in him 3 and to receive and entertain him in their hearts; Bur 
irs put forth according to anothet manner of working, to the latter, then to the 
former, To the former, only in an ordinary and aaturall manner of working, ac- 
cording to the nature, — ſome ſote- capacity of the ſubject wrought” upon 5

2 To the firſt, lie works graciouſly on the mind, and ſpirir, enlightening 
perſwading, and ſo drawing by cords ot love, to make them willing in the day of 
his power; And that they might be made ſo, that tough him they might be 
ſaved, and graciouſly ſaying the willing ones, (Hoſe. 11. Rom. 2. 4. & 1. 16, 
17.) but not irreliſtably forceing. N 

To the other, he works irrefiſtably, without requiring any conſent or com ply- 
ance, forcibly, and powerfully of himſelfe without any act of com plyance on tha 
Creatures part, and whether they will or no, unicing ſoul and body, and bringing 
them wont wes to his judgment ſcar, to receive the things done in the body, &c. 
And therefore in that putting forch of his mighty voyce, and power, All ſhall 
come to him, even thoſe that are increaſed againſt him, 

But in this, The manner of his working, or putting forth his power in the 
Goſpell, or witneſſes of his goodneſſe, for opening the blind eyes, and turning 
ſinners to God ; In this (1 lay) it anſwers to the working of that pewer, by 
which he created all things by his word, and ſhall raiſe the dead, (v.) in its 
ſupernarurall manner of working to what it comes for; in and through the 
meanes, for though ir require ſome act of complyance on the c catures part, yet 
finding him wholly dead, as of himſelfe unto that complyance, It brings the light 
power and motion, to all that complyance, or conſent t 1<quireth, and ſtrength 
againſt all that might retard, ot hinder. And that greater then the power of our 
naturall cor tuption, or of Saran 3 The ſpiric that dwels n us, (naturally,as of us) 
it luſteth enviouſly, But he giveth more grace; The weapons of the Goſpell,are 
not carnall, but mighty through God, to the pulling down of ſtron holds, caſt- 
ing down Imaginarions, and every high thing, that exalts it ſelfe againſt the 
knowledge of God. And bringing into X thoug git, to the obedience 
of Chtiſt, Pam. 4. 5, 6. Þ h/. 10. 3, 4, J. They are mighty to it, they have 
all power, and fuirable opperation in them to the doing it, even where yet they 
are not ſuffercd to have Aar perfect work. The power of God in the Goſpel, 
and witnc ſſes of his goodneſſe in and through Chriſt, is all-mighcy, able to fave 
from all enemies and hark;fuirable operation in it, to the eftc&ing the whole 
wetk with power, though not Pur forth itrefiſtably, but in ſuch a way, or man- 
nex'of working, us ih which tis wifcdome, holinelſe, and truth, may be ſhewed 

, and magnified? ( for it is impoſſible for God to lye) And fiich as is ſult-· 
able to his end, which is che ſaving man j now the will is a principal! part of the 
man. If therefore that were forced, or he forced, out of, or into any thing with- 
out its conſent or camplyance, from ſome underſtanding of the ground, and rea» 


ſonablepeſle of what is propounded, and required, 1 ſee nor, how tic ſhould ve 
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ſud, to be therein ſaved, for as much as he cannot be ſaid therein to be willing, 
and obedient, a volluntary and free will offering; This mighty power therefore 
comes forth in ſuch a manger of workings as by cvlightening the underſtanding, 
healing and opening the eyes of the mind, to che making men willing in che Day 
of his power 3 And ſo ĩt works firſt to will, and then to doe, whence we are admo- 
niſhed to doe all things it works us to, boch in liſtening to, heating, and receiving 
its inſtructions, and reprooſes, and obeying its requirings, without murmurings, 
and diſputing $, leaſt fo we faile and deprive our ſelves ot its prevailency, in carry 
ing an end the whole work ot faith with power, and be found hghters againſt God, 
whoſe allmighty power, and in ſuch ſupernaturall manner ot working is in that 
teſtimony of the Lord, or voyce of the Son of God in thoſe meanes ot preaching, 
or — it of his appointment; Opening the blind eyes, making the dead to | 
hear, making wiſe the ſimple, leading to repentance, even choſe that are not led 
by it: (as we ſucwed before) There is not only tendancy in it, but ſuirable op- 
peration. I have purged thee, and thou waſt not purged, Exh. 24. 13. Goſpell 
obedience therefore ex horted too, is to turn in the light,and power of his reproofes 
while he is turning them thereby, and not in any light and power of their own, 
that were a yain exhortation 3 To be willing and obedient, not in their own, but 
in the day of his power, while he is making chem willing; to walk in the 1. ghr, 
while they have it with them 3 That by it they may be made the children of the 
light, not to murmur amonęſt chemſelves againſt his Doctrine, or witneſſes of kis 
goodneſſe, and ſo break his bands that are therein, while he is drawing them, be- 
cauſe without them they cannot come: And therefore he requires this Goſpell 
obedience, becauſe he is working, and giving all that pertaines to ir, in his graci- 
ous, ſweer, and powerfull way, in which his mercy and truth, as met in Chriſt,may 
be magnified. herefote h: faith, awake thou that ſlee peſt, and ariſe trom the 
dead, &c, Becauſe all things that are re proved, are made manifeſt by the light 
in which he ſo calls, Eph. 5. 13, 14. Lea, becauſe his voyce kath a rouſing qual- 
ty, vertue, or power in it, as here, the dead ſhall hear the voyce of the Son of 
God, and chey that hear ſhall Ive : Marvell not at this, for the hour is coming, 
in which all that arc in the Graves ſhall heare his voyce, and ſhall come 
forth, &c. 

Yea therefore ir is, that God reſifteth the proud, in his preſent, and eternall 
— Becauſe, he now in this day of his grace giveth more grace, grace a- 

nding, and going beyond their naturall filthineſſe, and ſuch as bath in it more 
argument and power, more ſweet and powerfull motive, and motion to humble 
chem; Then is, or can be in fin, or Satan, te keep chem up in pride, or to life u 
their Imaginations ? works, or Idols againſt the knowledge of God; In which 
_——_ of his judgements, and leverity againſt Scorners , is brighely, 
evidenced. 

Let all admoniſh us to obedience to the voyce of the ſon of God now; to fall 
down under the mighey power of it, and more abundant grace that is in it, Be- 
cauſe it is ſuch a mighty voyce, and is ſo appointed, that it hath alſo in a readi- 
neſſe to reyenge all difobedience, when once the obedience of thoſe that in hear- 
ing hear, is fulfilled ; when once the day of grace and patience is paſt, 2 Cor. 10. 
6. with Job, 12. 47-49. They ſhall all be raiſed, and judged by the ſame 
voyce of the Son of Man, As a farther motive therefore to ſuch obe- 
dience.

To this we ſhall ipeak diſtinctly in che ie vei all part of it, and moſt fully co 
the firſt part; (God ing) That we may therein anſwer the deſire of our de- 
ccaſed Sifter,(whple being taken ii om us occaſioned the publiſhing this diſcourſe) 
as her {aig deſire was expreſled by her on her death bed, which was, that ſome 
ſuch Inſtruction in ght be delivered 3 And opened to the people, as we ſhall have 
further occaſion to ipeak to, in the opening of this point, For ſo I wes informed 
by thoſe that were with her 5 And theſe, ſuch as had good under ſtauding of, and 
acquaintance with the grace of God, and experience of the truth of the things 
diſcourſed by her. That ſhe carneftly deſited, that thole great branches of the 
Doctrine of Chriſt, that were then much upon her own ſpicity in a feeling appte- 
henſion of the truth of them, to her abundant refreſhing and conſolation, and to 
the enlargement of her heart for the good of others, ſhou ld be made known, and 
opened to che people. And that thoſe parts of the Doctrine of Chriſt, which were 
ſo mach upon ber ſpirit then, and to the underſtanding ot ſuch as ſore mentioned, 
excellencly diſcuſſed by her to the laſt, though in broken expre ſſions, as her end 
approached , were in effeck as followes ; I may ranck them under cheſe 
three heads.

ing u loſt, and Wanderers by Chriſt; And in his infinite readinefle, as with

lofle of our ſoules for ever, had not his render mercics,and compaſſions in Chriſt 
to finners been infinite 3 (os Pal. 38. 15,16, 17, 18. Fer. 3. 1a, 13. Job. 33. 
227 yea alſo, that while yet through the riches of his com afton,and the infinite 
and cvetlaſtir g verrue, and of the ſacrifice and ation of Chriſt, with 
the Father for us, a Door is he'd open for our turning to him, opportunity given, 
and his goodneſſe with it melting and moving to repentance, if yer we reſuſe to re- 
turn, and go on ſtill in our treſpaſſes, wickedly departing from him, by an cvill 
hen t of undelicfe, hide our fins, and will not be healed, or after ſo many deliver» 
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ances, fin again 3 we ſhall not proſper ; Bur ſo going on, falling away till the 
opportunity be paſt, ſhall make it impaſhble to our ſelves to be renewed again by 
repentance, and make our drawings back ig the finiſhing of them complcarly 
to our own perdition, and ſo aggravate our everlaſting condemnation, hy the ma- 


nifold mercies beſtowed, and ſo oft renewed, againſt which we have ſinned, and 


hai dened our ſelves to the utmoſt : Nor is there any harm in fuck apprehenſions, 
and acknowledgments cf our own aptne ſſe to wander, readinc ſſe to halt: And ot 
the perniciouſneſle, and danger of williullneflc in wandering, and refuſing to be 
healcd, to be cvet with us. While Gods love, and faithfullncfle in Chriſt, the 

lentebus redemption, ſorgiveneſſe of fins, and healing with him. The riches of 
fi compaſſion, and render mercy in Chriſt for recalling, and on their turning, 
receiving, — and healing greateſt Back · ſliders, while ir is yer to day, 18 
with it known, and belicyingly minded by us, But much profit is adminiſtred by 
theſe apptehenſions together tetaine d, even gracicus admonition, with encourage- 
ment to turn to him from whom we have deeply re volted, ſeeing yet there is fuch 
mercy with him, and plentcous redemption, that he may yet be feared, and hoped 
in by ſuch, as Pal. 130. 

Theſe then being the Inſtructions, which ſhe defired ſhould be opened to the

And that 
in hearing the word, or voyce of the Son, the preaching of peace by Jeſus Chriſt, 
in that hearing given them in the evidence, and demonſtration of the ſpirit with 
power, that is in the declarations of that his word, or voyce vouchſafed them, ſo 
as by it, and according to it, io believe on hm that ſent him; ſee verſ. a4, 25. 
with 1 Nek . 24, 25. & $+ 9, 10, 11,12, 13, Job. 1. 12. 

to this we have the generall conſent of all Scripture, For of all Adam's 
naturall poſterity, there is none righteous, or that, doth good, in any light, wiſe» 
dome, ſtrength, ot works of their own j By the deeds of the Law ſhall no man be 
juſtifyed in the fight of God, for by the Law is the knowledge or diſcovery of ſen, 
in their beſt, as well as in their worſt works 3 They therefore only are accounted 
doers, ot workers of good, to whom God impures righteouſneſſe without works 3 
And that is, To him that worketh not, That ſcekes nor to attaine righteouſne ſle 
by the works of the Law, or in his own wiſedome and ſtrength, by which no man 
ſhall preyaile 3 But c from his own works, believeth on him that juſtifyerh 
the ungodly, he believes for righteouſneſſe, or ſeeks righteouſnefle by faith in 
Chriſt, and not by the works of the Law as Rom. 9. 30, J. and — — 
him for M is faid to wait through the ſpiric for all te bopeef righteouſhe by 


fairh, Gall. 3. 5. He belicyes on him ar juſt ech the ungedly ; His faith is 
counted for righteouſneſſe; Rom. 4. 5. in — pr" th Chapter, 
he thus expteſſeth it, It ſhall be imputed to us for righteouſne ſſe, if we bel 
on hue, dar raed up Jeſus ar Led from the dead who was deliyered for our 
2 offences, 
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offences, and was raiſed aga'n for our Juſtification, In both com pared, ir appears 
not only chat Gods juſtifying the ungodly in every ſence in which he deth it, is in 
and through the Reſurre&ion of Chriſt trom the dead for our Juſtification, who 
was delivered for our offences, which is ſignifi:d in that one is put for anothe! ; his 


raiſing Chriſt from the dead, in th: cloſe of the Chapter; ſupplyes the Room of 


his juſtification, the ungodly in the fifth verſe, As ſhewing the ground of it, and 
how he doth it righteouſly, as Rom. 3. 24, 25, 26. 1 lay not only this appeares, 
bur alſo in both, this fu ther is ſignified, chat Gods juſtifying the ungodly, in and 
through the Reſurtrection of Chriſt trom the dead, who was delivered for our of- 
tences, and raiſed again for our juſtification ; This is the Roo:, the ground, and 
foundation of this faith of the opperation ot Gol, which is counted to men for 
righteouſneſſe. This is that from whence the heart is begotten, moved, and 
ſtrengthened, to irs ſatisfaRion, and reſt in him, dependance, and waiting on h m 
tor riglteouſneſſe ; and ſo ſecking righteouſneſle and ſtrength in the Lord, even 
this known, and believed in the light, and ſtrength of Gods teſtimony 3 That he 
Jaitfyerh the ungodly, having raited Chriſt fiom the dead. 

So then there muſt necds be in this faith, which is counted to men for 
righteouſneſle.

For our bettet, and more uſcfull underſtanding of this faith,or believingywhich 
is uuto righteouſn:Me 3 we ſhall firſt and clic fly apply our ſelves to ſome conſi- 
dcration of the word, or Doctrine of faith, in which the ground and foundation of 
taich is declared, and which being with the heart believed is unto righeeouſneſlc, 
and then more briefly ſpeak to the faith, or believing in both the branches; The 
hearing his word, or [elicving God in his Word, or Teſtimony, And the be- 
heving on him through and according to it. 1 

1 The Word, or Doctrine of faith, which being with the heart believed, ac- 
cording to the manifeſtmrions of it given us, is unto righteouſncſſe, is exprefied 
in the verſes before the Text, to be the word, or voyce of the Son of Man, even of 
the only begotten Son of God in Mans nature; The word, record, or teſtimony 

of, or concerning him, and of che Father in him, As chat is already giveg forth in

It is firſt and directly a record, or teſtimony concerning Chriſt, and yer it is 
alſo, and in the ſame, a teſtimony or revelation of the Father inand through 
Chriſt: And ſo ſometimes, the record, or teſtimony, as it is more directly of 
Chriſt, or concerning bim, is delivered as the ſum of that whole word, or Doctrine 
to be heard, and believed wich the heart, as Rm. 10. 9. That Cod hath _ 
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up Chriſt from the dead, (and ſo Rom. 4. 24, 25. where he addes,) who was de- 
livered for our offences, and raiſcd again for our juſtification, The revelation ot 
the Fathers name being in this teſtimony, And ſometimes alſo, that revelation 
of the Fathers name, and glory, that is given forth in Chriſt according to this 
Teſtimony of him, is given as a ſummary Declaration of the whole Teſtimony 
to be ſo heard, and believed, it being the ſum, and re ſult of the whole, as 1 Fob. 
1 5. This then is the meſlage, (even the ſum of that miniſtration of the word of 
Life, which they had received to declare unto others, mentioned in the former 
verſes.) That God is light, and in him is no darkneſſe at all; So in that, Rom. 
4+ 5. That God juſtifyerh the ungodly, is given us, as an abt idgment of the whole 
word of faith ; It being the ſumming up, conclufion; or reſult of the whole teſti» 
mony of God concerning Chriſt. And in the verſes before the Text, both are 
wonderfully compact together, The teſtimony of God concerning Chriſt, and 
the manifeſtation or revelation of God in Chriſt, as it ſhould after more explica- 
tively be brought forth, And that both, Firſt in the ſundamentall part of ir, The 
Father 1 —. no man, but hath committed all judgment to the Son; that All 
men ſhuuld honour the Son, even as they honour the Father, &c. And ſecondly, 
In the ſuperſtru&ure, or conſequentiall part of it 3 He chat heareth my word,and 
believeth on him that ſent me, hath everlaſting life, and ſhall not come into 
condemnation, Ike that in both parts, 1 Fob. 5. 10,21, 12, 13+ 

We ſhall ſp:ak to it in our expl cation, firſt and chicfly, as it is the Teſtimony 
or record of God concerning Chriſt Jeſus the Lord, comprized in this, that God 
bath raiſed up Jeſus our Lord from the dead, who was delivered for our offences, 
and was raiſed again for our juſtification z This being given us, as the ſum, and 
abridgment of te whole word, or voyce of Chriſt, or Teſtin ony of God con- 
cerning him ; whence who ſo in hearing heareth, ſhall Lye 3 Rom.

prepared for him, by the Immediate and wonderfull work of the holy Ghoſt in 
the womb of the Vn gin. For though the Father did make his ſoul an offering for 
our fin, yer that was, in that his own: body, in which alſo he bore them to the tree · 
and gave himſelſe ter our fins, and when he gave up the Ghoſt, The ſuffering 
work was finiſhed. Compare If. 13. 4-10. with 1 Pet. 2. 24, and Job. 19. 30. 
He ſuffered the juſt for the ar 4 being put to death, in, or after the fleſh, 1 
Pet. 3. 18. 

If * the fleſh, or Body of Chriſt ( for as much as therein, he bore our fins to 
the tree, and was delivered to the judgment, and to the priſon for our offences, if 
therefore I ſay that) had been holden of Death, or the Grave, and not been taken 
from the ciſon, and from the judgment. If he after the ſame conſideration of 
him, in which be was delivered fer our offences, even Jeſus of the ſeed of David 
after the fleſh,be not raiſed again, and ſo mightily declared to be the Son of Ged 
by the ReſurreRion from the Dead 3 we are yet in our ſins, and muſt needs periſh 
in them, we can kave no juſtification from them by him, if he hiniſelfe in that his 
own perſonall Body, in which he bore our fins to the tree, md gave himſelfe for 
our — be not raiſed, and exalted in the name, and Glot y of the Father, by the 
power ot the eternall Spirit, now no more to teturne to corruption. If there were 
any truth in ſuch Imaginations, as that there is ſome quickening or tranſlateing , 
work, chat is, or may be eff. &cd upon the ſoule, or ſpirit, as Diſtinct from, and 
without its body, that may properly be called the Reſurre ction of that perſon on 
whom it paſſeth, from the Dead yerjthat truth would doe us no good, as to a word 
of faith 3 Such a Reſurrection here would not help us, nor any thing leſſe, or be- 
fides, the reſurreion, and exaltation of the ſame Body, in which he was deliver- 
ed, it the ſame fl. ſh ot body be not raiſed, exalted, and glorified with God, we 
can have no faich, r hope in him. For this alſo we finde, that that Body was pre- 
pared for him, (as abiolute ly neceflaryY to doe the whole will of God in, for 
mans ſalration, and that through him they might be ſaved, as well as alſo that by 
him, they might be judged in Righreouſneſſe according to the Goſpell. And ſo 
not only that he might therein ſuffer our Death, and Curſe, Bur alſo that he 
— have it as through ſufferings made a= ro offer up in Sacrifice to God, 
as the Ranſome or price of redemption (in which God might ſmell a favour of 
Reſt)for fallen mankind, and likewiſe to appear in, in the preſence of God as the 
Mediator between God, and men, and as the Great Apolile, and High Prieft of 
out 
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our profeſſion, that all fullneſſe dwelling in him bodily, we alſo of his [fullneſle 
might receive, &c, yea that it is threug i the offering up of the Body of Chriſt 
once ſor all, chat we are ſanctified, *Tis through this man, and becauſc God, hath 
raiſed him from the Dead, that repentance, and remiſſion of fins is preached to 
us, and by him all that believe are juſtified, &c. Yea becauſe this man continueth 
ever, therefore he is able to ſave to the utmoſt them that come to God by him, and 
therefore alſo all judgement committed to hun, fee He. 10. 3 11. with cb, 
9.11.12.14.23+24.25, 26.28. and ch. 8. 1 3. and 7. 23.24.25 Kc. 1 II. 2. 5. 6. 
Job. 1.14. 16. with coll. 2.9. Act. 13.37.38 39. Joh. 5. 27. A(t.17.31. 

This therefote is mainly conhiderabic in that teſi mony ot Chiuilt delivered as the 
Ground of all our faith, and hope, that God hatu railcd up Jeſus our Lord from 
the dead, who was delivered for our oftences, even the fame Jcſus of Nazarcth, 
and in that his own perſonall Body, in wich he was lo de ed. Jeſus Chriſt of 
the ſecd of David alter the ficth, Rom. 1. 3.4. 2 Tin. 2.8. I truth, we have be- 
fore ſuſſiciently proved, for confirmation ot the hope of the Ræſuric ct. on of our 
Bodies that dye in Adam. Here we ſhall only farther they, of how great weight, 
and importance our Saviour, and the holy Ghoſt by the Apoſtles, ſięniiy it to be, 
and the aſſerting, and acknowledgement of ir, as one ot the firſt, and greateit 
things in the Word of faith, on which the ther thim gs in it gepend, and in which 
they are included, and therefore not to be paſſed over, as a lighter matter, or bie- 
opinion, to be ſo diſcourſed of, or only to be of {ume leſſur uie. 

To this, it is very obſervable, That our Saviour atter his RefurreRion, In all 
thoſe his appearances, and inſtruct ons to his Apoſtles before his being taken up, in 
which he was confirming, and prepacing them for that great work, of giving 
forth the full preaching, and revelation of the Word ot faith, to all Nations tor 
the obedience of faith, he then chic fly inſiſted on this, to ſhew him ſelfe to them, 
alive after his pailion, and that it was he himſelte, the ſame that ſuftered, and was 
hung on a Tree. And that he had the ſ.lſe ſame body, fle ſh, and bones, hands, and 
feet really, (as a ſpirit without a body hath nor, though it may ſometimes allume 
ſuch ſhapes, ) that it was the ſame in which he ſometime converſed with them in 
weakn: ft, that was nail:d to the Croſſe, pierced with a ſpeare, &c. And withall he 
inſtructed them chat all this was neceſlary, theſe things muſt needs be fo ſullfilled, 
that repcntance and remiſſion of fins might be preached in his name, Luk. 24.36 = 
48. 0h. 20.24. 27. with Act. 1. 3. 9 

Likewiſe the Apoſtle lohn ſumming up the Word of faith; The teſtimony of 
God concerning Ehrilt;they had received of him to declare unto us, cals it a decla- 
ration of that which they had looked upon with their eyes, and their hands had 
handled of the Word of life; which (being with ſuch apt aluſion to thoſe words 
of our Sayisur, handic me, and fee, for a ſpirit hath not ficſh, and bones, as yce 
ſee me to have, Luk. 24.39. with Joh. 20. 24. 27.) Muſt need meane che Lords 
body, raiſed from the dead 3 The man Chrilt Jeſus alive after his paſſion, in the 
ſame body in which he bore our fins to the tice, which other believers are ſaid not 
ſo to have ſcen ( lab. ao. ag. 1 Petc2.8.) yet to belicyey and in the beliefe of it, to 
reſoyce, and be bleſſed, 1 10h. 1. 1. 2. N 

Hence alfa we read, in that whole ſtory of the Acts of the Apoſtles, as in all their 
Epiſtles, that they in giving forth the Goſpell of Chriſt che Word of faith, aſter rhe 
holy Ghoſt was — out upon them from on high, doe chie fly inſiſt on this, as 
he firſt and ſundamentall things of all Ortacles of God, as now come 2 
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foundation of all our faith & hope, ſas now declared)and df the reſurrection of the 
dead, and eternall judgment that God had raiſed up and exaked ; the fame Jeſus 
of Natareth, of the fruit of David's loynes according to the fleſh ; that was cruci- 
fied ; that his foul was not left in Hell, neither did his fleſh ſee corruption; that 
God had given him glory in that Body, in which he bore our fins to the Tree, t“ a: 
our faith and hope might be in God; And from hence do evidence, repentance, 
and remiſſion ot fins to be therefore preached to us, through this man, and in his 
name; as AR. 2. 22-36. & f. 14-21. & 4. 10--12, & f. 30- 32. & 13. 23 
37. 38. 39. Kom. 1. 1-5. & 4. 24. 35, & 10. 9. 1 Cœr. 13. 1.15. 2 Cor. 4. 14. 
with ch. f. 1-10. 2 Tim. 2 8 19. Hebr. 1. 3. & 4. 14. & 7. 23, Kc. & 8.1-6, 
& 9. 11-14. 13-28. & 10. 1-12, & 13. 20, 1 Pet. 1. 41. 

» The perions for whom, or in whoſe ſtead, and for whoſe offences he was de- 
livered to death, are every ot them whoſe nature he took, even every man, Adam ; 
and all his naturall poſterity: tor therefore he was made a little lower then the 
Angels, even in the nature cf /allcn man- kind, in a Body prepared for him of the 
ſeed of Alrabam and David after the fleſh, that by the grace of God, he might 
taſt death for every man; He was made of a Woman, made under the Law, to te- 
deem them that were under the Law 3 now we know that what ever things the 
Law faith,ir ſaith to chem that are under the Law, t hat cvery mouth may be ſtopt, 
and all the World may appear guilry before God, who hath therefore concluded 
all under fin, that he may have mercy upon all; Hebr. 2. 9, 14,15, 16. Gall, 
4. 4, With Kom. 3. 19-22. & ch. 5. 20,21, & 11. 33. This was the Apoſtles 
judgment, and ſo the mind of the ſpirit of Chriſt ; that One dyed for all, in their 
room, or ſtcad, their death; and tor their good, and commodity, that through 
Him they might be ſaved ; and that then God was in Chriſt, reconcileing t 
World unto Himſelf,not impuring their treſpaſſes to them; For he laid, or cauſed 
ro meete on him, the Iniquities of us all; 2 cer. 5. 14, 15, 19. Iſa. 53. 6. with 

ob. 3. 17. 
F The reſurrection then of that Body from the dead, that was ſo delivered up for 
us all, muſt needes be for the juſtification of us all, even of all man-king, for 
therefore was he made fin for us, that we might be made the t ghteouſneſle ot 
God in him; And as the offence of one, was upon, or unto all to condemnation; 
So in an anſwerable, and more abundant ſence, the righteouſneſſe of one, the one 
man Chriſt Jeſus, which was compleated in his ReſurreRion, and offering up that 
Body a ſpo.lefle Sacrifice, a ranſc me or price of redemptien for all ; was upon, 
or unto all men unto juſtification of lite, Rom. e. 19. And he, cven Jeſus Chriſt 
the righteous, being in his reſurrection, taken from the Priſon, and from the judg- 
ment, acquit of all our fins imputed to him, and accepred to all the ends of his 
laying down his life 3 He is the propitiation, not only for the fins of Believers, 
that have him alſo as their advocate with the Father, bur alſo for the fins cf the 
whole World: The Mediator between God and men, who gave himſclte a ran- 
ſome for all, a teſtimony in due time, 1 Joh. 2. 1, 8. with 1 T:#.2.5,5. yea he 
is Lord of all, even a Prince, and Savieur, for to give repentance, and remiſſion 
of fins, and that it ſhould be preached in his name 3 for therefore he both dyed, 
roſe and revived, that he might be Lord of all, A. to, 36. 39. 43+ ch. 2 36. & 
5. 31. Rom. 14. 9. And that this is alſo contained, in that Doctrine of the reſur- 
rection of Chriſt Jeſus from the dead, as one of the great, and maine things in 
that word of faith 3 is evident in the Sarge already mentioned, where — b 
expr 
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expreſſed as the ſum of their miniſtry, ot of the word of reconciliation, committed 
to them to be miniſtred by them; And ſo alſo as the ground of all their exhorta- 
tions, reproofes, warnings,and encouragements ; As allo of their praying for all 
men in due time, and —— others to it, Namely, chat jeſus Chriſt by che 
grace of God dyed for all, and that ſo effectually, that it is accepted with the Fa- 
ther, as if all had dycd ; fo that he hath iaiſcd him from the dead for their juſti» 
fication, and given him glory, that they that live ſhould not hence torch Lye to 
themſclvggwber to him that dycd tor them, and roſe againz Thar then in that 
work,God was in Chriſt reconcilcing the World, &c. 2 cor. 5. 14.15. 19. That 
God will have all men to be ſaved; and to come to the knowledge of the truth 3 
For one God, or God is one, and there is one Mediator between God and men, 
the Man Chriſt Jeſus, who gave himſelte a ranſome for all, a reſtimeny in duc 
time. Unto this (ſaith the Apoſtle) I am appointed a Preacher, and an — 
a Teacher of the Gentiles in faith and verity 3 I will thesctore that men pray,&c. 
Sec allo, 1 Job. 4. 14. When after the Apoſtle hath admoniſhed us, not to be- 
Veveevery ſpirir, but to try the ſpirits het her they be of God; and given us this 
as the firſt part of his generall Rule for tryall Every ſpirit that conteſſeth that 
Jeſus Chriſt is (already) come (not coming) in the fl-th, (that fo acknowledgerh 
and lifceth Hm up, as having already actually fin ſhed the works the Father gave 
H m co do on the Eatth, and fo is riſen from the dead, and exalted in that body in 
Mans na: ure, with the right hand of God,) is of God; And then added this as a 
tuzrher part of that gencrall Rule, tor tryall of ſpirits. ve J. 6. That they (the 
Apoſtles in their Dcclaration of this word of life, Chriſt raiſcd from the dead,) 
were of God, and therefore he that knoweth God heareth then: ,aflcnts and comes 
up to their wor ds, ſo acknowledgeth Chriſt come in the fleſh, and the extent ends, 
and v-rtu:s of his Croſs, as they have ſcen and declared him ; And he that is not 
of God heat eth them not. In which addition of this further part of che Rule, he 

/ lignifies, there may be ſome acknowledgment of C \riſt,as come in the fl. ſh wich 
yet is no: accord ng to the Apoſtlcs word or Doctrine. Atter thi I fay, mth 14 
verſe, he ſums up their word or teſtimony concerning him, which allo they have 
left for the tryall of ſpirits z We have ſcen, and do teſtify chat the Father ſent the 
Son, the Saviour of the World. That ſpirit th.refore that in his cone ſlĩion of 
Chriſt, doth not hear, aſſont to, and acknowledge him, according to this their 
teſt mony of him is y far forth not of God. As alſo is ſigniſied in thoſe Declaxati- 
ons of the teſtimony of the true ſpirit concerning Chriſt, by which he may be 
known ad diſtinguiſhed from other ſpirits ; 1 ob. 5. 6*9, 11. 12+ wich Job. 3. 
14, 15, 16, 17, &c, And likewiſc in that diſcovery of the office and work of the 
riu: ſpi it, which he executeth with this teſtimony in the World, Job. 16. 
8-14. The further conſideration of which we ſhall here wave for bie- 
vity ſake, 

3 The offences he was delivered for, arc our offences; He gave Himſclfe for 
our fins, Gall. 1. 4. H: dycd for our fins, according to the Scriptures, 1 Cor. 
15. 3. Even for all the fins, and offences that are ours, any mans that is yet Joy- 
ned co, or of the number of the living, or not yet blotted our of the Book of the 
living, as Pſal, 69, 27,28. whence that Fecleſ, 9. 4. with 2 Cor, J. 15. Even 
for all thoſ: fins, and offences found in, and upon men, or done by them, before

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ſo hniſhed, is not to be prayed for, becauſe he is not the propiriation for it, as 
appcates by comparing, 1 Tm, 21 I--6. & 1 fob. 2, 1, 2. with ch. $. 16. But 
to hum that as joyncd to all the living, there is hope, and help in Chriſt, there is 
yet pardon for all lis ſins, and healing for all his diteales 3 For he was delivered 
tor our oftences, and aiſed again fo. our juſtification, . 

Now our ſino, and offences, even the fans, and treſpaſſes of the World, which 
the Lamb of God was ſent to take away; for which he was delivered, and gave 
hunſeltc, they are of two lo.ts, and fo diſtinctly ſpoken off in the Scripture 5 
And accordingly cle termes on which he was delivered for them, are d- 
ſtinct and &d.tterenr, 

I The lins ate ot two forts, 1. That offence of one man, called Adams tranſ- 
greſlior, in winch all have finncd, and by which fin, and fo death by fin entted 
myo tc Wold, and overipread the whole nature; And fo all that un, and fin- 
tullciicy that is the natura, and neceflary fruit thereof, 

2 din that are now commuted by men, after the fimilitude of Adam's trant- 
gretlior, fuch as in witch men fin yotlunta. ily, by a willfull complyauce with Sa-

them all in duc tune: So t at if when light thus comes to them, they then love 
and chooſe dai kn ſſe, wick: dly reſiſting and departing trom him that calleth them 
into the grace of Cluiſt, hardening their bearts againſt his melting and lotrening 
opperations, retuling to be hcalcd, and ſo as children of diſobedience to the grace 
ot God, walking afcer the court. ct this World, atter the Prince cf the power ot 
the ayre. They then, and therein fin of chemſelves, after the ſumilitude ot Adam's 
tranſgre ſſion, like men, or IKE Adam, Hoſe. 6. 3, 6, 7. yea their fins (being a- 
gainſt more grace, cycn againſt the ght and power ot the grace in Chriſt faich- 
tully and ſcaſonably given:) are greater, and of a h;gher nature, though re» 
ſembled by his. | 

Sce beth theſe forts of fins, diſtinctly mentioned, Rom. 5 14. Neverthelcfic 
death raigned fiom Adam to Moſes, (as well as fince) cyen over thoſe that had 
not ſinned after the ſim litude of Adam's tianſgreſſion; where he _ im- 
plyes, that ſome there were before, as well as fince, that finred aftet tie imili- 
rude of Adam's tranſgic ſſion; And alſo that there were ſome that had not ſo fine 
ned, and yet that death reigned over them alſo, which ſhewes that they had fin» 
ned, and were uncleane, and polluted by fin z (though they had not ſo finned : ) 
For death came in by fin, as verſ. 12. By one man fin entred into the World, and 
death by fin, for as much as all have finned, fo that fin was in the World, be- 
fore the Law given by Moſes, and was upon them, as an overſpreading Leprohic 
even upon them, that kad not ſinned atter the fimilitude of Adams rranſgicfhonz 
which alſo ſhewcs, that there was a Law, and a Law brcken,and man fallen under 
the penalty of ir, before that more full, and declarative giying of it by Moſes, for

. And after this diſtin& mention of ſins, he ſhewes in the next verſes, how the 

gilt, and grace in, and through ir, by that one man Jeſus Chriſt, goes beyond the 
oftence, in that it is of many offencer, There is in it proviſion of pardov, and 
healing for many other offences beſides the firſt, and the neceſſary branches of 
char, even fof ſuch ſins as are after the ſimilitude of 4dams ttanſgre ſſion. 
All fins of the firſt ſort, are mentioned, as already entred into, and overſpread- 
ing the whole nature, even frem the firſt receite, and conſenting to the rem ptati- 
on of Satan by Adam; And fo found in the World, before Chri undertaking to 
dye for them 3 And alwayes conſidered, as having being in men, in order of na- 
ture, before chat giſt, and grace in, and by ic, as Rom. 3. 23. All have finned, 
namely in that — of ene, as Rom. 5.12, And are come ſhort of the glory 
Of God, deprived and bereft of that Image, and glory of God, in which they were 
created in the firſt man, ſo that they come forth naturally unclean, and al- 
toget ſier filthy, the Imaginations of his heatt evill from his youth, and that en- 
mity of the mind leading to all evill works. Gen. 8. 21. Pſal, 14. 3. with 
Rom. 3. 9-19. coll. 1. 21. 

All fins ot che ſecond fort, that is hateing when they ſee, rejeRing when they 
hear, finning wilfully againſt the light and power of the grace of God in Chriſt 
bringing ſalvation, are exprefly mentioned as fins, that could kave had no being 
in the World, nor had the World known them, or been capable of committing 
them. If there had not been ſuch a gift (at leaſt vertually, tor ſo it was from the 
fiſt of out need) prepared, and accepted, and the uy of God rhrough it brings 
ing ſalvatien. If he Fad not made peace for them by his bloud, and alſo preached 
peace to them, even to their ſpirits, by his ſpirit z They had not known, or been 
capable of committing fin, as it is now charged upon them, that is of ſeeing, and 
—_— willfull finning againſt light, Job. 17. 22 =» 24, with ch. 3. 19.

2. The — on which he was delivered for them, are different. The fins of 
the World of the firſt fort, which are all that had, or have becing in the World, 
in order of nature before the gift, and the grace that is in, and through it bringing 
lalvation, even that offence of one, and the naturall unc leanneſſe from thence 
entring into, and over ſpreading the whole nature, and ſo remaining in us as a na- 
rurall heritage, while we are in this body, (as a Law of fin in the members, even 
in thoſe in whom the ſpirit is made alive for rigliteoulneſſe ſake, yea in ſuch as 
walk not after the fleſh, bur after the ſpirit.) All theſe were imputed to Him, He 
was ſo made under the Law, that concluded us guilty 5 And for us that they were 
legally charged on him as his own fins z And he owned, and acknowledged them, 
and willingly bore, and ſuff:red for them, as his own fins, Pſal. 40. 12. 1 Pet. 
2. 24. Though he knew no fin, for God made him that knew no fin to be fin for 
us. 2 Cor. 5. 21+ All we like ſheep have gone aſtray, namely in that offence of 
one, in which all have ſinned. Nom. 3. 12. & 3. 23. Therein we have volluntari- 
ly, and together run out from God, at one Gap; (and ſo like Sheep) And 
from thence have turned every one to his own way, (As the naturall fruit of that 
arſt generall departute, we are naturally follbwingevery one his own luſt) Thus 
both the branches of the fins of rhe firſt forrare expreſſed, and with reſpe& to 
them all, he affirms, the Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of us all, Anſwer- 
able ro which, is that of the Apoſtle, 2 Cor. 3. 19. G was in Chuiſt reconcile- 
ing the Wo. Id to Himſelſe, not imputing to their treſp aſſes, meaning our 
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ly by their treſpaſſes, (as appeares by rhe matter treated on, and the dependan 
AN — have on the former) even all their treſpalſes, that — 
and brought in che firſt enmity and breach between God and mankind, which 
God was in Chriſt reconcileing and making up, in thoſe works he gave him to fi- 
nifh in his own Body on the Earth : And ſo all thoſe fins and treſpaſſes, in which 
they were naturally dead, and ar: ſo as conſidered without, and before this gift, 
and the grace in and through ir, which were all their fins, as ſo conſidered as be- 
fore is ſhewed? God did not impure to them their treſpaſles, but laid them upon 
his own Son 3 And he was delivered for them as the guilry Perſon, even as for his 
own finnes, 

The fins of the World after the ſecond, or following confideration, (v4) 
All thoſe in which men fn after the fimilitude of Adam's tranſgreſſion, again 
the light and power of the grace of God bringing ſalvation, loving and chuſin 
darkneſſe, when light comes; Theſe having no poſſibility of Beeing in the World, 
before the conſideration of peace made for men, and preached to them by Chriſt z 
were not of thoſe imputed to, or laid yo Chriſt, as kis own fins, for him to ſa» 
risfie for, And take away from before the Father, by and in that AR of the ſhead- 
ing of his bloud, and offering up of his Body once for all. But fins of that nature 
are ſtill imputed to, and charged upon the people by God, while they continue in 
them, Fob, 20. 23. with ch. 3. 18, 19, 36. 

Yer for theſe 25 alſo he was delivered, and did give himſelfe, and ſhead his 
bloud. That thereby he might purchaſe, and obtain power, to take away fins of 
this nature, as they ſhould be found in men while his grace is bringing ſalvation 
to them; and fo to make reconciliation for the fins of the people, by hs dayly 
mediation in the infinite and abideing vertue of his one oblation. Hebr. 2. 14-17. 
Therefore was he made under the Law, and all our fins after that firſt conſidera- 
tion imputed to him, and laid upon him, that by or through his ſufferings, he 
might not only make peace, and attonement for them, Buc thereby alſo obrain 
plenceous redemption, even the for giveneſle of fins, and ſo become by meanes of 
that death, which was for the Redemprion of the tranſgreſſions under the firſt 
Teſtament 3 The Mediator of the new Teſtament, yea a ſtanding propitiation for 
the fins of the whole World, even for their fins after the following conſideration. 
Nebr. 9. 15, with x Job. 2. 1,2. For of fins of that nature he — 1 Fob, 
ö. le chat committeth fin is of the Devill. ( Every man is a finner, and whol- 

y ſinfull from Adam, cven as a naturall heritage. But the grace of God in ſuch 
wiſc brings ſalvation to all men in due time, that men are not left in a neceſſity 
of commirring, ſerving,and ſo pincing away in their iniquities, Therefore he that 
committeth, or ſerverh, conſenterh, ycildeth up to, and walketh in fin, he is 
therein of the Devill, begotten, born, and led of Saran, willfully conſenting, and 
complying with him againſt the light and power of the grace of God bringing ſal. 
vation, And to this he addes,) For this purpoſe was that Son of God manifeſted, 
chat he might deſtroy the works of the Devill. (not only ro deſtroy his firſt, and 
great work (in which he bad — — over all — by ſuſtering the judg - 
ment of this World; And ſo breaking the ſnare, and caſting him out of his prin- 
cipalliry he had over mankind, by conqueſt made in his reſurrection; Bur alſo 


chat by vertue thereof, he — deſtroy his following works, in taking away thoſe 
following {ins of men, complying with him in his new tempratiens,which provoke 
and make lyable ro that wrath, that is yet to come in reſpect of the execution of ir, 
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the ſecond death.) And fo ir anſwers to the fifth verſe 5 yee know, that he was 
manifeſted to take away our fins, (even our fins committed and continued in by 
us againſt the grace of God, and hope ict before us in Chriſt to purify us, ( in 
which the Law alſo is tranſgreſſed as appears by comparing this with verſes 3.4.

He gave himſelfe for us, and for our fins, that he might redeem us from all uuqu. 
ty, chat he might deliver us from this preſent cvill World, And fo chat he might 
purity to himſelte ( a people out of the World, for the good of the World,) a pe- 
culiar a” zealous of goed works, He ſuffers d the juſt for the unjuſt, that he 
might bring us back (from all our wandering ) to God. So that he nceds not to 
offer dayly, or often, as the former Pricſt, ti. it for his owa fins, and then for the 
peoples, For this he did once when he off; ed up lumſclie, That one offering, 
was fir ſt for all thoſe fins of th: Worid, which were mputed to hum, as his own 
fins, that therein piace, and attonement nm glit b made tor them, that they 
might not be ſo imputed to us. And then allo the lane offering was tor the fins 
of the people, even theſe that ate ſtill imputed to them, while they co tinuc in 
them. And io he was delivcted, and gave himſelte tor them, as tor the fins of the 
people, that they might be tound guilty , and running into atter his grace bt ing- 
ing lal vation to them, and during the day ot his grace and patience towards them. 

That by that one offering petit cted through lutte rings, and in his reſurtection, 
and aſcenſion, he might be impow:ed in the name ot God, to make interce ſlion 
for the cranſgrefiors, and foto take away the ſi of the World by his concinu;'d 
mediation, appearing in the preſ.nce ot God tor us; That paticnce and toibcare 
ance may be cxercilcd towards Rebbels, wh le it may be for thei: good, And that 
he may in the ſame name of the Father give unto theſe that while it is yet to 
day are moycd to repentance by hs gcodneilſc, whereby he is all the day leading 
to it, The torgivencilc of their fins, and eternal lite. Fob.3.27. Luk 9.56, 1 Tims 
2.4776. with Pſal.68.18,19,20. 1/4. 42 18,19 21. 700.6. 40. 

The ReſurreRion of Chriſt then, be ung the Relurre&ion of him who was 
delivered for our offences; muſt necds be in an anlwerable ſence for our 
juſtification, | | 

1. Such ic is, as in which he for us, or in our ſtead, is juſtifyed, and acquit of 
all the fins imputed to him. And ſo the whole nature, all mankind, are in him 
Jaſtifi:d, freely by the grace of God, through the redemprion that is in Jetus trom 
all fi-s after the firſt conſideration, in which they have al cady ſinned, and with 
which they are polluted, as conſidered without and before the gitt, and grace by 
it, (as aforeſaid) Rom. 3. 23, 24. So as the Father judgeth no man, but hath com- 
mitted all judgment to the Son, Job. 3. 22+ As the oftence of one, was unto all 
to condemnation ; $0 the rightcouſnceiſe of one (perfeRed in his Relui:<Aion 
from the dead) is unto all to juſt;fication of life, that they might Jive ro hun that 
dyed for them, and roſe again. Nom. 5. 18. 2 Cor. 5. 14, 15. Chriſt hath redcem- 
cd us from the curſe of the Law ; Under which otherwiſe we muſt all have been 
baniſhed from God for ever. Gal. 3. 13, with 2 Sam 14.14 So that though we 
have all finned, and come ſhorr of the glory of God. And fin be in us, and cath 
upon us as a naturall heritage, while in theſe bodies, and the ordinance of God 
remaines ſtill firm concerning the whole kind. That we muſt all needs once dyc, 
yer no man ſhall periſh for ever in that death, nor according to that rule or Judg» 
ment, for as in Adam all dye, ſo in Chriſt ſhall all be made alive, and appear be- 
fore his judgment Scat, wheie this ſhall be the only condemning fin, chat Toke 
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light came, they loved darkneſſe, refuſed to be healed ; He having ſuffered the 

gment of this World, and being lift up from the Earth, will draw all men to 
im 3 yea ſo is the guilc of this naturall uncleannefle, removed from before God, 
that no man is thereby, or therefore neceſlarily kept out from God, The wiath 
thereby procured being ſuffered · by him, is taxen away in his Reſurre&ion, An 
effectuall dore of repen ance opened, and the grace of God by him bri ginę ſal- 
vation, and leading to repentance in due time. He having by himſcltc purged 
(namely the Heaven; themlelves, and fo taken away from before the facher the 
guilt off) our fins, (æven all the fins and treſpaſſes of the World, in which we 
were dead, and heyres of wrath by nature, and which were imputed to him, with- 
our the pu ging of which trom before th: Throne of God, he could not have been 
accepted, and ſet down there for us,) having by himſelfe purged them away, he is 
now ſet down on the rig'tt hand of Cod, That repentance and remiſhon of fins 
might be preached in his name, that the goodnefl: of God by him might lead men 
to repentancc, And all comers by him, might be made accepted in him, Hebr. 
1. 3. with ch. 9. 23. Luk. 44. 46, 47+ All our fins after that firſt conſideration 
are covered, and his wrath fo procarcd, taken away, that we ſhall not periſh in it, 
nor be kept ou: from God by it, as allo is hinted tipically. Pſal.$5.2,3. 

2. His reſurrection is for oui juſtification from the firs of the ſecondyor follow + 
ing conſideration, ſo as that by, and through him, while its yet to day, we might 
be juſt fied, ſaved, and waſh. d from them, in the name of the Lord Jclus, and by 
the ſpirit of our God. He is thereir, and thereby impowred in the name of the 
Father, to juſtifie che ungodly, And hath reccived gifts in the man, not only for 
men as ſinners in Adam, and from him, and tor theichel fullncflc as lo confidered, 
bur for the rebellious alſo, that the Loid God might dwell amongſt chem, His 
reſurtection, and cxaltation in our nature, and in that body in which he was lo de- 
livered for our offences, (as aforeſaid) is fo ſor our juſtification from thoſe ſinnes 
that are yet impured to us, and retained i Heaven againſt us, or any of us, while 
we continue in them, cven from ſuch as deſerve, and bring us under the ſentence 
of rhe wrath to come, 

Tar repentance, and remiflion of fins, is ſt. ll preached in his name to ſuch ; 
(as yer treaſured up in him for them.) And forbcarance granted, during the time 
of his preaching, who in all this is a teſtimony in dus time to them. (having gi- 
ven himſclt: a ranſome tor them ; And being in the vertue thereof, the 12 
berween God and them.) And is fo giving repentance, and remiſhon cf ſins to 
them, (even to them that yer receive it not) that they might receive ir, in the 
opportunity of it, and in the light and power of his givings, 

And fo his teſurrection in all this fruit of ir, is for their juſtification, that yer 
while it is to day, their eyes might bz opencd, and they turned from darkneſſe ro 
light, and from che power of Satan to God, that they might receive forgivenclle 
of fins, and inheritance among them that are —— d by faith in Chriſt, which 
alſo in his reſurreRion and exaltation, he is impowred, l in the name 
of che Father, ſo to 8 ve unto them, that through his grace believe, as to make 
them partakers of ic through the fame name. A. 10. 40. 43. See this branch of 
rhe DoRcine of Chriſt, and of his R:ſurreRion being for our juſtificarion trom 
ſuch fins, and in {ch wiſe as is mentioned in this laſt conſidetation, which evident - 
ty includes, and takes for granted, the truth of the former ; Sce I ſay this branch 
diſtinctly, and expreſly ſpoken roo, and delivered as che ſum of the word of *

for the encouragement, and admonition of ſuch rebellious ſinners r 
and look to him, and hope in his mercy. A, 5, 30, 31. 9 
God having raiſed up Jeſus whom they flew, had exalted him with his richt 
, for to give repentance to 1/ree(l, (to rebellious I, aell that had ſeen and 
hated, and againſt much lighr, and many conyincements and warnings, had cru- 
ciſied the Lord of Glory, yet to give repentance to I/raell,) And the torgivene ſſe 
of fins, as alſo, ch. 2. 32 39. & 3. 14 19. 26, Likewiſe ch. 13. 37-39. 40. 
Becauſe God had raiſed him from the dead, and he ſaw no corruption. Be it 
known unto you therefore, (ſaith the holy Ghoſt) That through this man is 
preached unto you, (even you his crucitiers) the fol giveneſſe of fins 3 And by him 
all that believe, are juſtified from all things, from which they could not be juſti- 
fied by the Law of Moſes (even from ſuch fins, as that Law provided, no tipicall 
Juſtification, from whence he admoniſherh, to beware ot deſpiſcing ſuch abundance 
grace, lcaſt their condenination be 2 thereby, like that Pal. 68, 18-2. 
So other Scriprures ſer him forth to be, Jeſus Chiiſt the righteous 3 And as the 
fruir of his perf ct righteouſneſſe complcated in his reſurrection, and giving him- 
ſelfe ro God in that his 1aiſ. d body, an offering of a ſweet ſmelling favour, A tan- 
lome or price ef redemption for all. I ſay as the fi uit of that, and of Gods well. 
pleaſedneſſe therein, To be now appearing in the preſ-nce of God, The Media- 
tor between God and men, That ſo he might be teſtified in due time; The pro- 
pitiation, not only for the fins of Believers, (who have him alſo as their advocate 
with the Father) even for thoſe their fins that might have been prevented by the 
grace and power in the things written and teſtified of Chriſt to them, Bur alto for 
the fins of the World, even for their fins of that nature, that were againſt the lighr 
and power of the grace of God, bringing ſalvation to them, And ſo in this fruit 
of his reſurre ction, To be the Saviour cf all men, in Nill holding open the dore 
of life, and exerciſing torbearance and long · ſuffe ing to rebellious finners,and re- 
newing ſtreames of goodneſle leading to repentance, and eſpecially the Saviour 
of them that believe, in juſtify:ng and ſaving from wrath, even the wrath to come: 
1 Joh. 2.1,2. 1 Tim. 2. 5,6. Rom. 3. 24, 25, 36, 1 Tin. 4. 10. Nom. 5.9, 
10. Job. 5. 24. 

Yea, the Apoſtle faith, he had delivered them from the wrath to come, that is, 
from the ſentence of ir, and ſtate of condemnation to ir, under which they ſome- 
times were, by cheir ſins of the ſecond ſort, their ſeeing, and — 
rejecting, loving darkneſſe when light came; (which only make lyable to chat 
condemnation, as Fob, 3. 18. 19. 36, & 18. 47, 48.) And mentions this as the 
fruit of Gods having raiſed him up from the dead. 1 Theſſ.t.n0. 

God having raiſed up Jcſus our Lord from che dead, who was delivered for our 
offences y In * is plenteous redemption, the forgiveneſſe of fins, even deliver- 
ance from the wrath to come, forgiveneſſe of all our fins, healing of all our Di- 
ſeaſes, while it is ro day, And by kim all chat believe, are delivered, and ſaved 
from the wrath to come, through his name. This is the record, that God hath gi- 
ven of his Son, which allo is contain ed in that expreſſion of it, 1 Job. 5. 1 1, 13. 
And ſo the revelation of the Fathers name, that is in this teſtimony of Chriſt, is 
that God is light, and in him is no darkneſſe at all, 1 Fob. x. 5. Or as here ex- 
preſſed in this, Rom. 4. 3. That he juſtifieth the ungodly, That it is his good 
pleaſure, And the werk of his delight to juſtifie the ly, Thar he hath found 
eur, and made a way to declare his righteouſneſſe in juſtifying the wer 6 
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That in and through that way, he is the juſtificr of the ungodly, ( according to 
the tenour of the Golpell) in that which he hath done, doth, and will doe, inand 
through the reſurtection of Jeſus our Lord from the dead, who was delivered tor 
our ottences, and was raiſed again for our juſtification, The ungodly, as mention- 
ed in Scripture, arc of two lorts, 1, All ſuch as are wholiy withour the true 
knowledge, and fear of God, And ſo all men were made urgedly by the firlt fin 3 
and inthe lofle, and pollution thence overſpreading the whole nature, And were 
conſidered, as luch, when Chriſt undertook to dye tor them, and are {till ſuch na- 
tutally, even as a uacurall Heritage, and of themlelyts have no berterne ic, K. 3. 
919. 23. And o "tis laid, Cluiſt in due time dyed tor the ungodly, Kom. 5. 6. 
2. Such as not only arc ſunple, and wholly deſtitute of the know ledge and tear ct 
God, as all aic naturally z But when light comes, do ſtill love their umplicity and 
darkncſlc, and in diſobedience to the light, and power of the grace ot God bring- 
ing lalvation, do rejcct and hate his knowledge, and will not chuſc the tcar ot cnc 
Lord, as Prov. 1. 22 29. Such acc principally, and mot frequently called the 
ungodly in the dcriptute, as P/al. 1. Ungodly men, are there mentioncd 2s ſuch 
as are {lubbornly conſulting, and murmuring againſt the Law or Doctrme ot the 
Lord, as alſo Fal. 2. 1-3. with Fob. 6. 41-44. yea ſcorntully deſpiſcing and le- 
ing the reprootes ot its inſtruction 3 And therefore havit g no delight in it. 
as ley. 6. 10. lo lude. 4. Ungodly men, turning the grace of our God to laſci- 
vioulneflc, and denying che only Lord, &c, Now it 4s the good, perte&, and ac- 
ceptable will of God in Chriſt, that through him all men might be 1aved,and come 
to the knowledge of the truth : For God is one, He is light, and in Hum is no 
darkneſlc at all, and there is one Mediator between God and men, the man Chriſt 
Jeſus, who gave himſelfe a ranſome tor all, to be reſtificd in due time; yea in and 
through him, God is the juſtificr, and Saviour of all men, eſpecially of them 
that belicve. 

1. In him, and in taiſeing him from the dead, he hath juſtified the whole na- 
ture trom that judgment of the World, under which it was tallen, by that fin, and 
{infullnefle or ungodlineſſe of the firſt lort 5 in which we had already ſinned, and 
were fallen ſhort of his glory. Rom. 3. 23, 24. That judgment he hath remitted 
unto Chriſt, and given, or releaſed us all from under it unto him. Fob. 12. 31; 
32+ with ch. 6.37. 39. And ſo ſaved all mankind from periſhing in that death, 
or curſe of the Law z that ghrough him they might be ſaved to the utmoſt from 
fin and wrath, | 

2, Through the reſurreRion of Chriſt, and as the fruit of chat juſtification, ' 
and redemption in him,and by him obtained for us. God doth in all bis providen- 
ces, and proceedings with men, in a ſence juſtifie the ungodly, from the guilr ot 
that naturall ungodlinefle, from which they are already juſtibed in the per ſon of 
Chriſt, In that he judgeth no man immediatly, or according to that rule of 
judgment, under which they are caſt by their naturall filthineſſe, but hath com- 
mirted all judgment to the Son, and by him exccuteth judgment, becauſe he is 
the Son of man, in which execution of judgment by Chriſt, though men till bear 
the Image of the earthly ; yer without that wrath, poyſon, and deſtructivenc ſſe 
chat is the juſt wages of our fin, and contained inthe curſe of the Law, and with 
ſo much abatement of miſery, and mixture of mercy, as rends to our ſalvation 
through him: New though God had already whelly remitted the judgment ef 
this World unto Chriſt ; And in his perſon as ſtanding in our ſtead, acquit and 
juſtified the whole nature from that firſt guilt, yer for as much as the fruit, or 
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ſtreaming forth of this juſtification, comes upon our particular perſons in our ſe. 
verall Ages, in the daily execution of his judgment chi ond for as much 
alſo as Chriſt doth nothing but what he ſeeth the Father doe, and in the name of 
the Father z even therefore, therein, God is truly ſaid to be doing that daily in 
reſpeR of us, or unts us by Chriſt, which he hath already granted, and done for 
us in the perſon of Chriſt, as Job. 6. 37. 25 The Father is ſaid to be daily give- 
ing, that which he hath already given to Chriſt; Becauſe the things already 
— and given as the fruit of his purchaſe, (which are all things, and all per- 
ons, as 1 Cor. 15. 27.) doe in their particular Beeings come forth to him, in 
their ſeverall times by the order and appointment of the Father. And fo in the 
ſtreamings forth of that juſtification whercwirh we are already juſtified in the per- 
fon of Chriſt unto us, and ſo irs coming upon us in our perticular perſons by 
Chriſt in the name of the Father, God juſtificth the ungodly. As likewiſe becauſe 
in all this execution cf his judgment by Chriſt, in this day of his grace, there is 
repentance, and remiſſion of fins preached and given in his name, that ir might 
be received in the light and power of his givings. 

3. Heis lik:wiſc in ſom ſort juſtifying the ungodly,after the ſecond conſide- 
ration, while yet it is to day 5 In that having prepared juſtification from all their 
fins, and heal.ng of all their diſeaſes, in Chad, be is by, and through him exer- 
ciſeing ſuch forbeatance, and deferring the execution of his Judgments for ſuch 
ungodline ſſe, as is yet iin puted to them, while they continue in it; That they may 
have opportunity to repent, And in the opportunity, ſtill preaching, and giving 
repentance, and — of fins in his name, that they may be led to repentance, 
and in turning receive forgiveneſſe of fins, and inheritance, &c, And in all this 
he is doing, that in and through which they may be turned from their ungodly- 
neflc, wathed, and juſtified in that name, though yet they be not. 1/a. 42. 18-21. 
Act. 26. 18. Exch. 24. 13. 1/a. * 

4. He doth by and through Chri raiſed from the dead, juſtify in a more full 
and proper ſence, him that believeth on Jeſus from all fins paſt. Their former 
rebellions, and ungodlineſle of the ſecond ſort, that were till then remembred,and 
retained in H: aven againſt them, though the execution of — or ſhurring out 
to it was deferred, to give them opportunity yet to repent, (as atoreſaid) are now 
remitred, covered, and put out of his fight 3 And they delivered from the wrath 
ro come, and made accepred in the beloved, in whom they are found, And alſo 
made partakers of this juſtification, and the fruit thereof, through his name, and 
in the ſurther opening of it to them. Rom. 3. 25,26. & 4. 5, 6,7. eh. J. 12, &c. 
Epbeſ. 1,6. Att. 10, 43. And this, even while yet the naturall ungodliseſſe te- 
maincs in them, as a Law of fin in their members, fin dwelling in them 3 the fleſh 
luſting and warring againſt the ſpirit. as Rom. 6, & 7. & 8. Gall. 5. & 6. which 
allo in due times ( they abidcing in Jeſus ) Hee will wholly turn away from them. 
Rom. 11, 26. with ch. 8.11, & Phill. 3.21. 1 Job. 3. 1-3. And in the meanc 
time, make good their caule, give them the victory in the combate through the 
bloud of the Lamb, and the word of their teſtimony 2 So as they minding the 
things of the ſpirit, and ſo walking in the ſpirit, ſhall not fullfill the luſts of the 
firſh ; Sin fhall not have dominion, nor Satan neither, becauſe greater is he that 
is in them, as that word is kept in their hearts, — — in 7 
Rom. 6.14. & 7. 25. 1 co. 13. 57. Kevel. 12. 11. Gal. 6. 16. with Nam. 8. 
113. 14. 1 Job. 4. 4+ Joh. 10. 27, 28, 29. Nea he is the continuall juſtifier of 
him chat be licveth on Jcſus from their many offences, in which ungodlineſſe — 
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ſecond ſort is oft found with them, They yet coming to God by him, or return. 
ing from any of their wanderings, in the leadings, and recallings of his grace, 
thither, and that way 3 It we conteſſe our fins, acknowledge them, and g. ve them 
up, as diſcovered, and reproved by that light, that diſcovers pardon, and healing 
in Chriſt; (which confe ſſing, and giving up, or aying apart is alwayes, and only 
truly found, in a hearty believing in the Light; He is faithfull, and juſt to forgive 
us our fins, and to cleanſe us by the bloud of Jeſus from all our unrighteouſnefle ; 
Rom. 3.26. 1 Job. 1. 7. 9. with ch. 2. 1,2, So chat no manor ſpirit, can faſt- 
en any charge, that will lye,or remaine on Gods ele&; (that is, them that through 
his love, do love him, and thoſe are they that keep his ſayings. Rom. 8. 28. with 
Fob. 14. 21, 23. & 10. 27.) So as to trouble, harme, or hold them under bon- 
dage ; This word of faith, being continued in, or returned too, continually makes 
them free, Fob. 8. 32, 36. nor ſhall any tung be able to ſeparate ſuch from the 
love of God that is in Chriſt Jeſus : Its God that juſtifieth, Its Chriſt that dyed, 
yea rather, that is riſen again, who is even at the right hand of God, who alſo 
maketh interceſſion for us. Rom. 8. 3 2--39. 

This is that Doctrine of Chriſty the word of faith, the hearing or hearty belicy- 
ing, or receiving of which ſo as, through and according to it, to believe on him that 
ſent Chriſt, is counted to men for righteouſneſſe, and here called their doin 
good ; This I fay is the word of faith, as now come forth by Chriſt ; That God 
hath raiſed up Jeſus our Lord from the dead, who was delivered for our offences, &c. 
And that in and through him as raiſed from the dead, and exalted with his righe 
hand, he is a God that juſtifieth the ungodly, This and not any other perticular 
voycc, word or teſtumeny to, or concerning us, which a man may apply, or take 
as particularly applyed to himſeltc, to aſſure him of Gods love in Chriſt to him, 
or of his good eſtate in grace ot the like, ner any voyce or revelation what ever 
that is other then this, or — it 3 Bur chis and chis only is the word of faith, 
as now brought to us by Jeſus Chriſt 3 we come next to conſider, 

2. What is that faith, or believing on him that juſtifiech the ungodly, as before 
expreſſed in both the branches. The hearing his word, or belic ving God in his 
word, or teſtimony given of his Son, and by him. And the believing on him 
through and according to it, 

For our better underſtanding what it is in both the branches. This is to be car- 
- along with us, That it is oppoſed to our own works, and that in ſuch expreſ- 

ions as ſigniſie, a ceaſing from our own works to be neceſſarily in ir, in every 
branch, or act of it. For he ſaith not only, not to kim that worketh, which had 
been enough to ſhew the emptineſſe, and vanity of our works, unto the artaining 
the righteouſneſſe of God, or the faith by which it is attsined. Bur he faith more, 
To him that worketh not, which ſhewes an abſolute nece ſſity of ccafing from a 
mans own works, that he may attain righteouſneſſe; yea that this ceflation, is in 
and wich that believing that is imputed for righteouſneſſe ; The working here 
mentioned, and the believing on him that juſtifies the ungodly, cannot ſtand to- 
ether, There is then in this believing with the hearr,which is unto righteouſneſs. 
ceaſing from a mans own works, an entring into reſt, as Hebr. 4. which alſo 
anſwers to that inſtruction, in the verſes before the Text, ſhewing the hearing his 
word, and b<lieving on him that ſent him, to be ſuch, as in which the Son is ho- 
noured, and ſo — in him, who is not truly honoured, or gloryed in, with» 
out this ccaſing from out own works, in which is a relinquiſhing all glorying in 
the fleſh ; and not ſuffering ir to glory, or liſt up it ſelf in his preſence, Pbil.z.3-10. 
1 Cor,1.29-31,with Jer. 9.2374. H 2 1. The

2. In their ſeeking to ger ſeerer ſervice, and ſatisfattion to themſelves, in mens 
receiving, and cloſcing with it. Eirher of which wayes, the fl:ſh, with its affe ctr- 
ons and luſts, will hinder mens hearcy, and unfeined receiving the word of truth, 
the Goſpell of their ſalvation, it they ſuffer it not ro be crucified, and themſelves 
to be brought of from it, in the light and power of that word; Therefore thoſe 
chat are Chriſts, are ſaid to have eruciſied the fleſh, with the affeRions and luſts, 
Implying, that they could never have ſo received, and retained his word in their 
heart, as to draw and unite them to Chriſt, if they had till lived in the fl:\h, or 
ſuffered that to live and rule in their ſpirir, or minded the things of ir, and made 
proviſion for it, for they that are in the fle ſh canner pleaſe God. Some by work» 
ing in the wiſedome, and Imaginations of the fleſh, ſeeking and profeſſiug to be 
wile, conſulting wich Philoſophy, and vain deceite, their own choughts, and the 
traditions of men, and ſo by murmuring amnng themſelves, cloſe the cyes and 
eares of their mind againſt the truth, when opened by ir, break his bands, by which 
he is — them in his Doctrine 3 And ſo keep out the light of his knowledge, 
and themſelves from acknowledging, oc underſtanding the truth of his ſayings. 
Job. 6. 4,42, 43,44, & 12.34.35. Rom. 2. 51, 12,33. 1 C0/-1.21,22,2 3. 1 Tim. 6. 
20,21, Others when convinced of truth, yet ſtill ſeeking after wiſedome in them- 
ſelves to find out, and comprehend the ttuth of Gods ſayings, by their Imagina- 
tions, or by the ſame wiſedome, and reaſon of man, with which before they did, 
or others yet do oppole it; And to build the ir faith of Gods truth, on ſuch demon- 
ſtrations, as is ſuited to the wiſedome of this World; They receive it not as the 
word of God, but as the word of men; And fo deprive themſclves of the excel- 
lent ſweetneſſe and efficacy ot ir, their taith reſting on the wiſedome and ſtrength 
of man, and not in the power of God ; as is — I cor. 1. 1,5. 1 Thel. 2. 13. 
whence Believers are admoniſhed to beware of Philoſophy, and vain deceite, &c, 
Coll. a. 8. Likewiſe ſome by working in their on will, and purpoſe, to hide, 
ſerve, and get ſatisfaction to the luſts, and affections of the fleſh, againſt the light 
and power of the reproofes of inſtru&ion, keep out themſelves from liſtening to, 
or from underſtanding and receiving the word of truth, yea many ſee, and hate, 
becauſe it reproves their deeds, Joh. 3. 19. & 7. 7. & $.43,44. &'6.27-36. &. 
44. EN. 31. 30-33. Others in liſtening to, and receiving the truth, yer retain= 
ing ſuch divers luſts, the heart till inclined to covetouſneſſe, the praiſe of men, or 
the like; And now thinking to get, or keep th: ſe things, togerher with the truth, 
or allo to get them by, and in the receiving, and proſeſſion of it; till retaining 
and purſuing the luſt, ſeeking to render themſelves wiſe, ſtrong, and honourable 
in Chriſt, or in the receiving and acknowledgment of him, (as thoſe 1 Cor. 4. 10, 
contrary to x Theſſ. 2. 3,4,5,6.) They herein diſable themſelves from ſo coming 
to the knowledge, and acknowledgment of the truth, as that they might be ſaved 
by it 3 And ſo make their very believing in vain. Joh. 12. 42, 43. 2 Tim. 3. 6%. 
1 Tin. 6.9, toi 1. For no man can ſerve two Maſters, Marh.6.24. No following 
after rightcouſnelle to purpoſe, without an equall fleeing from theſe things in the 

Buc he that doch truth, cometh to the light, ecaling 
from his own wiſedome, thoughus, and works, that he may ſee all his — wroughc. 
in God, receives his word, 23 his word, in io own evigence and power, ang not 2s

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mans, to be meaſured, or comprehended by mans wiſedome 3 And 48 4 5; 
faithful ſaying, in which is contained enough to ſatisfy, and make willi 2 

oe all other advantages, and ſuffer the breaking of ot her purpoſes, — defires 
for. And worthy to be ſubmitted to, in what ever it ſaith j though diſcovering, 
and reproving evil in himſelfe 3 And.ſo there is in this hearcy believing the werd 
of truth, the true confeſkon of fins, and judging a mans ſelſe; believing, und ac» 
knowledging himſelſe ſuch a finner, and worthlefle, helpleſſe one, his fins fo vile 
his works ſo vain, and unclean, as this word diſcovers them; And becauſe fo di 
covered in the light of that Goſpell of their ſalyation, that ſets open before them, 
the Fountain for their waſhing, and healing. 1 z0b.5.9.9. And this word, where- 
ever ſo believed, and reccived with the heart unfeinedly 3 According to the Diſco- 
veries and Demonſtrations of it,brought nigh in thoſe preachings ot it vouchſated L 
(for he requires not any other, or farther receiving, then according to what he 
gives, yea he is very mercifull in not upbraiding with what dullnefſe,and ſhortneſs 
he findes in that, and to him that hack, ſhall more be g-veny) I ſay where ſo be- 
lieved wich the heart, it works efteQually, 2. A believing on him that ſent Chriſt, 
Tob. 5.24. And hath raiſed him from the dead, and through him as raiſed from 
the dead for our juſtification, juſtificth,the ungodly. Rom 4.5. 24.26. Which be⸗ 
licving on him, is ſuch as in which. I. The heart and mind from the hearty per- 
ſwaſion of the ttuth, and geodnefle of his word, and in the light and power there- 
of, is ſtayed on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and ſo on that name of the Father in him, 
reſting ſatisfied with this, and truſting in, and to it, as a ſure, full, and ſufficient 
ground, and foundation, for all faith, and hope in God, and botcome mattet of 
teeding, and rejoyceing at all times, a ſure — „ and ſtrong Tower of defence 
to run into, for ſaving to the urmoſt, and in all his needs. And fo re oyceing in 
the Lord Jeſus, even in his fleſh that he gave for the life of the W-rld 3 And fo in 
that Redemption, Righteouſneſſe, and lite in Him, as the fruit thercof,as one that 
needs, or deſites no other thing to be added to, ot with it, for object of ſatistaction, 
or feeding, ground of faith, or hope, for whatever is yer needtull, or — to 
him; And therefore —— all other objects of ſatisfaction, and grounds of 
reſt, truſt, or rejoycing to his ſoul, as loſſe, and dung, fer the excellency of the 
knowledge of him, that he may only know him, and him crucified, and be found 
in him, cloathed with his righreeuſnefic, and nor chat of his own, eicher alonc, or 
together with it, (Iſa. 26.3. & 50.10, 10b.6.32,33,35-45-$o-$8. Phil.3.7-16.Gal. 
2. 20.) He worketh not, but be ĩeveth on him that juſtifierh the unged!y, Some 
labouring to eſtabliſh a righteouſaeſſe of their own in the wiſedome and ſtrengih 
of the fleſh, according to the Law, thereby keep our themſelves from knowin 
and proving the fullneſſe and excellency, and from — the rightcout- 
neſſe of God in Chriſt. Rom. 10 3. Others in their coming to him, yer 2 
with fleſh, and bloud, and looking upon the things to be let goe, or parted wit 
for him, and the ſweetneſſe and gain they have apprehended in them, labouring to 
retain, and hold faſt the re joyceing, and confidence they have had, in ſuch wor ks, 
or things of the fleſh 5 And yet to have their rejoyceing in Chriſt, and enjoy that 
conſolation, that is in him ; And the comfort of Gods love through him alſo, and 
rogether with the former 3 or looking back again upon thoſe things believed, 
when they have to let them goe for Chriſt, and ſeeking to be perſected by 
the fleſh, in the wiſedome, or h of ir, or things of its comme to t 
purpoſe, when they have begun in the ſpirit 3 Theſe by their wor nd labour- 
ing, make Chriſt of none wo themkives) For they cannot know —_— 
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and taſt his preciouſneſſe, And be found in him, without a hearty, and daily lets 
ing goe, and ſuffering the loſſe of their own things, yea whatever hath been gain» 
full to them, as diſcovered, and reproved in the light of the knowledge of — 
Phill. 3. Others alſo, vhen ay have ſuffered the loſſe of many things for Chriſt, 
and caſted of his excellency, and preciouſneſſe, and been much filled with the con- 
ſolations that are in him, the comfort of Gods love by and threugh himy the fel- 
lowſhip of the ſpirit, and thence with bowels and mercies, even to the bringing 
forth the fruites of righteouſneſle by Jeſus Chriſt, Yer they falling to wok Cace 
cording to the wiſedome and inclination of the fleſh) to make theſe fruires, and 
efficacies of the knowledge of him, the matter of their feeding and reJoyceing, or 
ſecking to joyne them together with, or add them unto Chriſt, as a better ground 
of aſſurance, and hope of the promiſe of eternall life,then they had in him before, 
or yet have fimply in what he is, hath done, and is become in himſclfe for us. 
Though theſe cfficacies of the — of the Lord, taſted by them, were his 
works, yet their thus putting them out of their place, and in the place of Chriſt ; 
and ſeeking to deck their Idols with his Ornaments (as Exch. gone.) Theſe 
are their works, For the Law of faith excludes boaſting every where, or rejoycing 
in any thing, even in what we have received through grace, other wiſe then ſo as the 
rejoycing, be only in the Lord. Rom. 3. 27. 1 Cor. ut. & 4.7. And inſtructs al- 
waycs, when we have d ne all theſe thing, u acknowledge our ſelves therein un- 
fitable Servants, that have done n more then our duty from the grace al- 
ready beſtowed. Lak. 17. 10. Yea to be ſenſible of, and acknowledge our ſhort 
coming of chat ſo much found with us in all things 3 That ſtill we may take ſhame 
to our lelves, and ſcek to have all our rejoyceing in, and feeding on him, and not 
in any of thoſe things, And truly this work ot our own, in this abuſcing, and 
miſplaceing the works of God, cannot ſtand with our abideing in him, as we have 
received him; But doth weaken, and draw away the heart from him, and alſo oc- 
caſion the Gy and withering of the good things, ſo rejoyced in, and fed upon. 
Bur he that doth good, or that doth truth, alwayes comes to the nes he may 
alwayes ſce all his works wrought in God, in emmanuell ; That ſo he may have 
his rejoyce ing in him evermore z And as one that hath enough rhereghe comes to 
that rain, that he may be filled with the knowledge, enjoyment, and fruites 
of that, in and with Chriſt; And he that ſo eateſt me, (ſaith our Saviour) ſhall 
live by me. They truſting in, reſting ſatisfied with, and ſtaying upon, that per- 
fect righteouſneſſe, pexfected in his te ſurrect on; And the glorious name of God 
in him, as a full, and ſufficient ground of rejoyceing, and hopcing, and matter of 
feeding for juſtification, ſanct cation, and all things pertaining to life, and godli- 
neſſe, they are therein, II. From the fullneſſe and riches of grace perceived, 
and taſted in him, inſtructed, and ſtrengthened, to ſeek righteouſneſſe, and ſtrength 
in the Lord, ſo as by an exerciſe ot faith in Jeſus, to depend on him ſor, and expect 
from him, and with him, the hope of his righteouſneſſe, in the perſe cting what 
concerns them; According to the promiſe — life given us in Chriſt which 
containes in it both the promiſe of this life, and that to come. They believe in 
Chriſt, that they may be juſtified by the faith of Chriſt. Gall. 2.16. Acknowl:dg- 
ing themſelves, as dif.overed in the light of his reſtimony, as of themſelves, and 
from Adam, to be finners, and altogether filthy, and under curſe by the Law, und 
withour ſtrength _ expect not, nor ſeck that way to help themſelves, as to 
the attaining righteo hee, but ſeek and follow one to know,what he hath done, 
and or ſianers, ro and perceive the perdeion of Its works 


and ſacrifice, its fullneſſe and anſwe.ablenefſe to all their nec ds, And the infinite 
riches of the grace of God in him to ſuch ſinners, ſeeking and expecting through 
the knowledge of him, to have their hearts and mindcs ſtayed on him,preſerved in 
him, yea more brought into him, And in him to finde acceptance with God, and 
to receive the remiiſion of their fins, and lo the cleanſing of their mind and con- 
ſcience through his name, and in the turther and contmuall openings of it, They 
Ikewilc belicye on him, ſtay upon, and cruſt in his name for all rightcouſncfle, e- 
ven for ſanCitying,watking,and ſaving them to the utmoſt, Knowing his rich fur- 
niture, and abillit y to ſave to the utmoſt all that come to God by him, which aiſo 
they know, in knowing what he hath done, and is become for us, wiule we were 
yer 4inners and enemies, (as Rom. 8.32. Hehr. 7. 25. & 9.15, with Rom. J. tot.) In 
which l. æcwiſe they are aflured, that the Goſpell of Chriſt is the power ot God to 
ſalvation, to every one that belicycrh, For therein is the r:ghtcoutactic ot God te- 
vcaled trom faith to faith, as it is written. The juſt ſhall Lye by tath, being alio 
therein made ſenſible of their own weakneſſe, inlufficiency and deagnciic, they are 
perſwaded, and ſtrengthened in the light, and ſtrength ot thoſe inſtructions, co 
diſowne, and goe out ot themſelves, ceaſe from their own thoughts, realonings, 
and works ; and exerciſe themſelyes in the light and power ot his glace, to a di- 
ligent beholding and mindtullne fle of kim, in what he hath done, and is become 
tor them, and the end and fruit of it, and the grace, and gloty appcating in, aud 
through it, They run to that, and ſtay in and upon it, lecking and cxpectuig in 
it, the light and power of God to conforme them to him, and 19 to trengihen 
them to purge | our Tok from all filthineſle of fleſh and Ipirir, They through 
the ſpirit do weice for the hope of his righteouſncfle by taith, tor giving them vis 
Qory through the bloud of the Lamb, and the word of then teſtimony, and for 
ing what concerns them to the perfect Day. They ſeck not righicouſncſſe 
y works, but ſcek the works, and ſruit of his riglreouſneſle, to be wrought and 
found in them through faith in him, who was made ſin for them, that they might 
be made the righteouſneſſe of God in him. We have here occaſion to mention a 
double or twofold difference, between him that worketh for rightcouſneſſe, And 
him that worket h nor, but believeth for it, on him that juſtifies the ungodly. 

I, The one works for a ground of faith, that he may believe, the other believeth 
and reſteth on a certain ground of faith, that he may work the works of God. The 
firſt ſeeks for frames, — quallifications, as the ground of his faith, namely, that 
from thence, he may gather concluGons of Gods love, and good will to him in 
Chriſt, and of his good condition before God. The other believing Gods love, 
and good will to Manward, and ſo to himſelſe in Chriſt, while an enemy, chat 
through Chriſt and by his name he might be ſaved. His readinefle to accept any 
ſinner coming in his drawings by Chriſt, and to waſh them from their fins in his 
bloud 3 from hence is encouraged, and provoked, to ſeek and expect the framing, 
and quallifying his heart, to love and good works, in the believing mind ſullnc ile 
of this grace; And as the end and fruit ot his faith. 2. The one leckes to work 
up, and frame his heart to love God, and men, by obſerving ſuch and ſuch Rules 
which the wiſedome of man tcacherh, or the preceprs of the Law, in the wiſcdome 
and ſtrength of man; And in the ſame ſtrength of the fleſh, on which he depends 
for it, may do many outward works and ſervices after the oldneſſe of the letter, 
which yer happily, he will attribute to Gods grace in Chriſt, and ſay with the Pha- 
riſce, God I thank thee, & c. But that they are not the productions of that grace 
believed, nor have they their dependance on that for them, is evident from the 
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former conſideration, which ſhewes, that they have no beliefe, or perſwaſion of that, or 
of the truth of it to them z But what depends on, and alwayes * — — 
and quallifications towards God and men firſt found in them, or i they have ſome other 
e with — ſome particular promiſe, or aſſurance chat are chil- 
— Cod; yet uſually, theſc are one main ground of their application of thoſe, and 
however, theſe are of t he — of their perſwaſion of any grace or good will in God to- 
wards them, as to eternall lite 5 and therefore not the fruites af ir, ot begotren by ir, but 
of the wiſedome and ſtrength of the fleſh, The other, the true Believer of Gods Teſti- 
mony, being in the light ot that Teſtimony of Geds glorious grace in Chriſt, to ſinners 
therein made ſcaſible ot his own weaknelle, and the emprinefle of all other wayes of at- 
rainipg righteouſnclle, as alſo of rhe great obligations to loye from Gods firſt loving us, 
and ſending” his Son, che propitiation for our fins, that we m ght live through him 3 In 
which lkewile he is inſtructed into, and perſwaded of the cettainty of che way of attain ; 
ing righteouſneſle, even to have the rightcouſnefle of the Law fullfilled in him, that it is 
by minding che things of, and walking in the light and power of the ſpitit, that is in that 
teſtimony he hath already given of Chriſt, and of Gods glory in him, and not in the fleſh, 
Rom. B. 3,4, , &c. He therctore gocs out of himſelf, and from his own thoughts,reaſonings 
and works, to mind, and conſidet che things of the ſpirir, that he hath reſtificd of Gols 
race in Chriſtzthcre ſecking, and expecting in the ſtanding ſtill to behold that grace, and 
through the light, and power ot its inſtructions to love, to have his heatt begotten, and 
purified to unfegned love of God, of men, of brethren, ſuch as in which is the fullfling 
of the Law. ſo for morritying the deeds of the body. They waite through the ſpirir, 
for the hope of Gods righteoulſncle by faith ; as for example. To ſubdue the riſcings of 
envy, revenge, mallice, or bitterneſſe, They conſult not with fi:h and bloud, nor expect 
help from humane prudentiall conſiderations, nor ſeek to mortiſy it in any wiſedeme or 
trengrh of their exerciſed in the canſideration, or obſervance of their duty. But run- 
ning out of themſelves, and from all other reaſonings,and works, they run into his name, 
to conſider aud remember his graciouſnc ſſe, in forbearing, and to giving them for Chriſts 
fake, and how they have heard and taſted of it, in and throug the word of the t uth of 
the Goſpell 3 and what inſtruction that affords to the purpoſe, There ſeeking and expeR- 
ing help. Eph.4.31,32-& 5.1,2. 1 Pet. 2. 1-3. So hkewiſe for ſubduing the riſcings of 
uncleannefle, They ſenſible of their own weaknefle to get y Rory, run out of themſelves, 
and from conſulting with ficſh and bloud, unto this name of God in Chriſt,truſting in and 
ſtaying upon it, expecting ſtrength againſt the luſt, in the believing conſideration of his 
right to the body by purchaſe, yca by double purchaſe, the excelleney of the p. ice where- 
with he hath redeemed them both of the Father, and from under the curſe of the Law, and 
of themſelves, ind from the World and their vain converſation, to be his and at his diſpoſe,

what cencernes them 3 By him all that believe are juſtified from all things, from whi 
could not be juſtified by che Law of Moſes, This bleſſedneſſe comes upon them in 
believing through his name, Af.

914. H. 9. 14. & 10. 22. The Law of the ſpirit of life in Chtiſt, even the Goſpell of 
Chriſt, declaring his tighteouſneſſe in ſuffering, and redeeming us trom the cu: ſe of the 
Law, is the power of G-dto faye them that believe, making Sn free from the Law cf 
fin, and death,and quickening them to a new and living hope, by the reſurreRion of Chriſt 
from tho dead, that truth believed, in the oqening of it makes free from fin, from the 
ilr, accuſation and bondage, that they may ſerve him without fear in righteoulneſle and 
re all the dayes of their life, Yea, 3.
